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Modern Jewelry at the Paris Salons. 











REVIEW of this year’s exhibits at the 

Paris salons is of much interest, and 
points out that really fine and valuable 
jewelry can hardly be adapted to modern 
secessionist transformations. As _ pointed 
out in a recent issue of the Deutsche Gold- 
schmiede Zeitung, it is seen that only cer- 
tain things will be added to these designs, 
and these be changed as little as the fabrics 
and laces with which the jewelry is worn. 
It is noteworthy that the so-called modern 
art jewelry keeps closely to the style of an 
afternoon gown. 

Continuing, our German contemporary 
Says: 

“A great inclination to the heavy, the 
overloaded, is apparent; an emphatic pref- 
erence for the Gothic, of which suddenly 
very many forms are directly adopted, 
whereas others are produced through the 
influence of the strict modern style; and, 
finally, an increase in the precious stones 
in art jewelry and a series of jewels and 
material that formerly predominated in the 
fancy goods stores and were not consid- 
ered intrinsically valuable—corals, lapis- 
lazuli, mother-of-pearl, rock crystal, amber, 
horre, tortoise shell and ivory. Tortoise 
shell and ivory—materials that are particu- 
larly adapted for all sorts of carvings, re- 
lief and open-work—are often set and 
treated like precious stones and have en- 
tirely changed their character. 

“The bronze medal was awarded in the 
Grand Salon of the French artists to 
Georges Barboteaux for his small, three- 
cornered toilet mirror (about as large as 
one’s hand), ornamented with silver, finely 
engraved handles running out to a point. 
He also showed a silver seal handle in fine 
chased work. 

“Paul Bounaud, of Limoges, showed an 
assortment of enamels in the broad tech- 
nique of this famous old local art, adapted 
as jewel ornaments and articles of vertu. 

Notably fine were fans with almost 
transparent colored horn frames, with em- 
broidered fan leaves by René Bordier and 
others, delicate gray, white and dull green, 
of the same material, from the most diver- 
sified artists in both salons. Henry Bonne- 





“Pierre Colmant has experimented with 
fine silver settings, leaf work and flowers 
on iridescent, toned tortoise shell for all 
sorts of writing table utensils and paper 
knives with widely extended silver tendrils 
as handles. Dauvignac sets tortoise shell 
like a gem stone. Large pendants, beetles, 
seaweeds and night moths with extended 
wings are fashioned of tortoise shell, 
carved and colored, with small golden and 
silver additions, and set with separate or- 
namental stones and mounted. His hatpins, 
brooches and silver ornamented combs are 
for the most part worked out in tortoise 
shell. At the same time the artist is an 
accomplished jeweler, as proved by his 
beautiful but somewhat heavy finger rings 
and cravat rings. 

“Quite charming were the jewelry ar- 
ticles of Maurice Cadoux—viz., very small, 
fine, open-work and embossed gold medals 
as pendants and lucky tokens, some with 
names, some in artistic designs. A silver 
dish for rosewater, embossed and chased, 
representing Spring, by the English artists 
Alwyn Carr and Omar Ramsden, pupils of 
Danstan’s studio, was very fine. 

“The well-known jewelry artist Gabriel 
Jules ‘Castelli again excited astonishment 
by the boldness with which he handled the 
most difficult jewelry ornaments. For in- 
stance, a large double chain, made of gold 
and red stones, represents two snakes that 
meet under a large breastplate and then run 
down to the hips. This master also showed 
a silver chain, the links of which are ex- 
tended oak leaves. They support alter- 
nately five large ivory plaques in the finest 
relief work and five fairly large moon- 
stones. Another chain consisted of silver 
and large amethysts; another displayed 
thistle design worked out in amethysts and 
mother-of-pearl, a very fine composition, 
with slightly darkened silver. The ivory 
reliefs in these pieces originated with Ma- 
dame Gosselin. 

“Very remarkable also was the exhibit of 
Paul Louis Chollet—a chain with a very 
long pendant of oleander twigs and small 
pearl fruit in the leaf work. Gold and 
moonstones in a flat ornamental setting for 


ornament by René Robert, representing two 
large dragons, in gold work. They incline 
to one another and open their jaws at a 
blue-white aquamarine that forms the cen- 
ter of the piece. Two parti-colored enam- 
eled dragon wings flank the golden snake 
bodies that terminate in the hair, a matt- 
red crown aigrette surmounting the whole. 
The bold imagination of this artist is also 
revealed in a pendant consisting of a red 
parrot on a golden, many-colored spray of 
blossoms. An interesting novelty that is 
certain to find many friends is the mod- 
ernization of black mourning jewelry by 
new motifs which enliven the exhibit of 
Genevieve Didier. Her ornaments of black, 
of very dark colored, stained and carved 
horn and oxidized silver, are exceedingly 
artistic. 

“Honorable mention was awarded the 
jewelry articles and silversmith objects of 
Dimanche—brooches of the finest and most 
careful gold work; aquamarines hanging 
from pine sprays; rings of fine gold work, 
although somewhat heavy in effect, with a 
large stone or bezel; mirrors with finely 
modeled silver handles. Very beautiful 
was an enameled pendant with gold setting 
by Foulart. It was to be regretted that 
these artists, who naturally have diamonds 
and pearls at their disposal, did not supply 
themselves with imitations for their crea- 
tions, which the buyers could easily ex- 
change for the genuine. 


“The transparent enamels, obtained in 
the hottest fire, have a special brilliance, 
such as is possessed neither by the glass 
fluxes nor by precious stones. With this 
well employed, the enamel is an art mottf 
in itself; precious stones, real pearls and 
diamonds increase the beauty of the crea- 
tions, which have a special character. To 
the brilliant blue-reddish tones have been 
added a fine gray lilac and a greenish gray. 
All sorts of wing and flower motifs, i 
which the transparent effect is sought, fur- 
nish the finest jewel ornaments of this kind. 
The most fantastic imagination of the 
younger artist Count Suan meets with the 
most accurate knowledge of the art motifs 
os all times that present new possibilities 
to him. Large blue butterfly wings as a 
head ornament from the branch-shaped 
enamel; bandeaux for the forehead in by- 
zantine style; parti-colored back combs;

In the same man- 
ner an exhibit by Helene Marguerite Bru- 
net, who, following the inspirations of Lily 
Ledru, one of the foremost practitioners of 
the horn-carving art, showed a large num- 
ber of new motifs and refinements. 


“Georges Deraisme had as a leader a 
diadem-like head ornament. The very 
popular hair buckles of horn that are now 
worn afford these artists as much inspira- 
tion, as the jewelers display preference for 
them. Thus, for instance, a wide hairclasp 
of carved and tinted horn, by Fanny Le- 
maire, is very beautiful; it gives quite a 
bacchanalian reproduction of a fruit gar- 
land. The most striking exhibit is a head 


rounded drops—all display a refined taste 
and many-sided imagination.

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Pictures illustrate some of our rings, in 14K gold, which 
have fine stones—green tourmaline, ametiyst, garnet 
and topaz, at right prices. 
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is a silver epergne by Eugene Piron, ‘The 
Triumph of Bacchus.’ The center piece 
consists of a car drawn by tigers, on which 
the god, genii and cupids are seated. Six 
nude female dancers and flute players in 
terpsichorean attitude are separate figures, 
on a dark green porphyry base, that ac- 
company the car. The two end table pieces 
consist of two larger groups, bacchantes 
and fauns. The whole is made completely 
of silver and porphyry, and is of perfect 
beauty. Lemaitré’s fine art again created 
something tasteful and choice — ‘Dragon 
Fly,’ a female figure, poised on rock crystal 
in a dark costume and carrying a pink veil. 
The entire statuette consists only of Labra- 
dor, Mongolita, rose crystal, rock crystal, 
clouded agate, transparent enamel and ftire- 
gilt silver. Another statuette, ‘Frilense’ 
(the freezing girl), is sculptured entirely 
from rock crystal. 

“We will now leave the Salon of French 
Artists and betake ourselves to the Na- 
tionale, on the other side of the Grand 
Palais. An English woman, Kate M. Car- 
die, shows some unique objects—a pendant 
of moonstones, rubies and sapphires; a pen- 
dant with swinging pearls held by sap- 
phires; another of a black opal and gar- 
nets, a wonderful composition. A combi- 
nation of turquoises with a large swinging 
pearl is likewise very charming. 

“Andrée Cécilie Manger combines prin- 
cipally horn and mother-of-pearl in her va- 
rious jewelry ornaments. Very large pen- 
dants of silver, gold, ivory and mother-of- 
pearl, with ivory reliefs, by Emile Mau- 
geant, surprise more than they enthuse. 

“Charles Rivaud is again very interesting. 
His golden cups, with flower motifs, are 
borne by flower stems tied together. His 
gold chains are of heavy rings and form 
rhythmic thick buttons; a chain of large 
gold leaves carries heavy green olive fruits ; 
another bears suspended round pearls that 
peep from under dense leaf work. Then, 
again, a chain of small ribbed gold rods, 
each terminating in a pearl and connected 
iby chain links, hanging double in front and 
carrying a small Georges medal in gold; 
a silver chain in leaf work, with dependent 
heavy Gothic ornament; rings of immense 
size, of heavy design, with large variegated 
stones; bracelets of gold members, like fish 
scales and dragon bodies, or of silver, with 
a chased gold net. A quite new, attractive 
idea is open-work enamels set in gold 
gooseberry blossoms and built by Armand 
Roussel. A small enamel dish consisted of 
an almost transparent gooseberry blossom; 
a large dark wasp represented a brooch; 
bonbonnierés with gooseberry fruits. Very 
fine work is shown by Scheidecker—a nap- 
kin ring and a cup of silver with flat, fine 
relief ornament; two small miniature clocks 
of crystal with fine gold leaf work; combs 
of enamel, and a fruit basket with four 
dishes in silver work, with fine hammered 
gold veining. 

“Bablet, whose designs are again, to a 
great extent, under Gothic influence, has 
returned, in great measure, to the finial. 
His chains and bracelets are heavy Gothic 
ornaments of silver and enameled gold, of 
silver and ivory; the silver wire, for in- 
stance, bears acorns of ivory, which is 
beautiful but very heavy. The rings and 
brooches also follow Gothic lines and 
rhythm. Something entirely new that pro- 





ceeds from a suggestion by Bakst is a com- 
plete hairnet that overlays the hair. Emil 
Thesmar exhibits one. It consists of the 
finest platina rods and is like a round cap. 
The whole bends and is flexible; only the 
edge, for the width of a finger, has an 
open-work loose but stronger border. In 
this platinum net and its crossings nestle 
black opals, pearl chips, rubies and dia- 
monds. The colored stones, closer at the 
edge, find their center in front in a large 
black opal that supports an aigrette. By 
the same artist there is a pendant brooch 
of gold and platinum with transparent 
enamels and diamonds; la vallieres of 
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with green-colored horn frames, and others 
of carved colored horn. 

“A backgammon game in fine relief work, 
fruit motif, the ground of the reliefs col- 
ored light red, by Marguerite Lecreux, is 
one of the most conspicuous pieces of no- 
table beauty and originality. 








The Kaiser as a Designer of Silver Work. 


HE versatility of the German Emperor 

is well known. There is hardly a 
branch of art and science that he does not 
dabble in. He is especially fond of making

fine design, mainly green enamel on gold, 
very beautiful in the delicate, rich chang- 
ing shading of the green. The Swiss 
Trembley has created very beautiful vessels 
in blossom form, handleless cups of Ger- 
man silver magnolia blossoms. 

“Similar vessels and mountings with 
flower motifs are by Bovallet. Highly orig- 
inal are the works of Brindeau de Jarny— 
silver water taps as dragon flies, seated on 
a convolvulus twig that climbs farther up 
the wall; spoons and forks, and silver 
knot work and facetted surfaces. 

“Some very unique fans are in this ex- 
hibition—a mother-of-pearl frame, with 
white embroidered mull -gauze; some Per- 
sian fans or Persian-inspired aquarelles, 


his own designs for works of art that he 
wants executed. That he is a designer of 
no mean ability is attested by the accom- 
panying photograph of a silver cup which 
was recently executed by the well-known 
Berlin court jeweler, J. H. Weber, after the 
Kaiser’s own sketches. 

The cup in question was, as the inscrip- 
tion says, bestowed by the Emperor on 
the maneuver squadron for conspicuous 
achievements in marksmanship with the 
naval artillery. 

This is not the first time that the Kaiser 
has designed silver cups, the Grand Cup 
for the Atlantic Yacht Races, for instance, 
having also been originated by him, besides 
other pieces.

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President Combs Sends Out Call for Second Mid-Winter 
Conference of A. N. R. J. A. 














Omaua, Nebr., Dec. 17.—T. L. Combs, 
president of the American National Retail 
Jewelers’ Association, has issued a call for 
the second mid-Winter conference of the 
executive board of the A. N. R. J. A. and 
representatives of State associations to be 
held Jan. 16 and 17, 1914, at the Hotei 
Sherman, Chicago. 

President Combs has sent out the follow- 
ing letter in this connection: 

To All Officers and Members of Jewelers’ 
State Organizations. 

GREETING :—-The year 1913 will long be 
known in jewelry annals as a period of 
substantial advancement in association mat- 
ters. Beginning with the first annual con- 
ference of State officers and the National 
Executive Committee at Chicago, in Janu- 
ary, and continuing through a splendid se- 
ries of State conventions from February to 
September, the organization proved its vig- 
or and virility and increasing strength 
when that enthusiastic host of jewelers 
gathered at Chicago for the eighth annual 
national convention—probably the greatest 
meeting of jewelers the world has ever 
known. 


Much of the good work accomplished in 
1913 undoubtedly was due to the enthusi- 
asm bred at the mid-Winter conference of 
the Administrative Council, as the joint 
board of National and State officers is of- 
ficially known. At that meeting plans were 
outlined for membership campaigns, State 
conventions, legislation against fraudulent 
advertising, increase of dues to provide 
revenue for pushing the national work, and 
for recommendations as to subjects to be 
handled at the various conventions were 
compiled for the benefit of the State asso- 
ciations. 

Fifteen States were represented at this 
meeting, and that the work of those pres- 
ent was of benefit to the State and Na- 
tional organizations is apparent to all. 

Recognizing the fact that never has the 
need for earnest and unselfish labor in the 
field of our organization been as pressing 
as it is to-day, every State retail jewelers’ 
association is urged to send its president, 
secretary or some other good, live mem- 
ber, if need be, to sit in this council and 
take part in its work and deliberations. 

Briefly, some of the vital subjects for 
consideration will be: 

The situation regarding fixed 
prices. 

The attitude of some manufacturers in 
accepting orders for goods they have ad- 
vertised and introduced as jewelers’ goods. 

The Stamping Law, covering time guar- 
antees. 

The definitions of solid gold and of 
platinum. 

Legislation relative to fraudulent adver- 
tising, and to uncalled-for repairs. 

Enforcement of fraudulent advertising 
laws. 

The sterling silver price question. 

The retailing jobber and manufacturer. 

Recruiting new members.

Organization of new State associations. 

Formation of district clubs. 

The effect of the increase in national 
dues upon the membership. 

Raising of the Steele F. Roberts Me- 
morial Fund. 

Probably other subjects will be brought 
up for discussion and consideration, but this 
is intended as an outline of the possible 
program. That plenty of work to keep 
the council busy for two days will develop 
there can be no doubt. No State associa- 
tion can expend its funds in a more bene- 
ficial manner than by sending its president 
or secretary, or other representative, to 
this meeting. Here will be planned the 
year’s work; here will be generated the en- 
thusiasm that will keep the work on the 
hum for the entire season. No State as- 
sociation can afford to be unrepresented at 
this important gathering. 

Members of the executive committee and 
our national councillor will lead discussions 
on some of these important topics, and 
everyone will be expected to come prepared 
to participate. 

Be assured, fellow members, that enough 
things have been accomplished since the 
national convention this year to justify 
considerable elation, and the conference 
and consultation we can have at the Janu- 
ary meeting will be a stimulus to the fel- 
low who has had a good year in his own 
business and a bracer to the fellow who 
thinks he has had a poor year. 

Come, even if you have to pay your own 
expenses. It will surely be worth while. 
Bring your ideas, suggestions and com- 
plaints right along with you, and come 
early and tell the folk at home you may 
not be back before Monday or Tuesday.

Attempts to Use White Men as Pearl Divers 
Prove a Failure ia Australia. 





FFORTS have recently been made to 
employ white men as pearl divers off 
the coast of Australia, and legislation for 
the purpose has been adopted, in order to 
more fully open that industry to Euro- 
peans, says a daily exchange. But it now 
appears that the experiment has been by 
no means satisfactory. 

A very interesting statement on this sub- 
ject has recently been made by Captain 
Talboys, who has had wide experience in 
pearling on the Australian Coast. He says 
emphatically that white divers are an im- 
possibility. He had hoped that the white 
man would have proved a successful diver, 
but he says that, after a very lengthy ex- 
periment, the idea had been abandoned. 

The divers, six or eight of them, who 
were brought to Australia by the master 
pearlers, from Messrs. Siebe, Gorman & 
Co., and Messrs. Henkie & Co., submarine 
engineers, about two years ago, were all 
either dead or paralyzed. 

In view of the further facts alleged, 
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there appears to be no scope for white 
pearl divers in Australian waters. For, as 
the result of a year’s diving, says Captain 
Talboys, the best returns of the white div- 
ers did not exceed a ton, while the aver- 
age yield of an Asiatic’s work was between 
four and five tons. 

Besides, the Asiatic worked for $10 to 
$15 per month, plus a commission on the 
shell raised, while the white man received 
$70 per month, with a similar commission, 
in addition to which the cost of keep for 
the white men was much above that of the 
Asiatic.

LONDON AMSTERDAM 
AUDREY HOUSE, ELY PLACE 6 TULP STRAAT 
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Early Morning Fire in Pittsburgh Jew- 
elry District Does Damage Estimated 
at $10,000. 

PiTTsBuRGH, Pa., Dec. 18.—A fire which 
threatened to wipe out several jewelry es- 
tablishments started at 12:30 o’clock yes- 
terday morning in the store of E. P. 
Roberts & Sons, now owned by the Kauf- 
mann Department Stores, Inc. The blaze 
was not extinguished until $10,000 damage 
had been done to stock and fixtures. 

How the fire started is a mystery, but 
it began in the polishing room and was 
discovered by a patrolman in making his 
rounds. The store, being situated in the 
heart of the retail district, an alarm was 
sent in that brought all of the downtown 
fire companies to the scene of the blaze. 
Once inside the store the firemen soon had 
the fire under control. 

The E. W. Hill Co. occupies the second 
floor of the adjoining building to the east 
of the Roberts house. When Mr. Hill was 
seen to-day by THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR 
correspondent he said that no damage had 
been sustained by his establishment, al- 
though things had been smoked up some- 
what. The Palace store, which is imme- 
diately under that of the Hill company and 
which also does a large jewelry and cut 
glass business, suffered from smoke, but 
practically no damage was done. 

The entire rear of the Roberts house was 
scorched badly and the scorching and blis- 
tering of fixtures extended to the middle of 
the establishment from the rear. Those 
who know the depth of the building will 
have some idea of the heat. But the store 
was open for business yesterday as usual. 
As soon as the fire was discovered Man- 
ager Albright of the Roberts establishment 
was notified by the Holmes Electric Pro- 
tective System, which concern had men at 
the building as soon as the fire was dis- 
covered. Mr. Albright responded immedi- 
ately and came to town to look after the 
Kaufmann interests. 

Getting in touch with the company’s de- 
partment store, he soon had 50 porters at 
the scene of the conflagration and as soon 
as the firemen had finished their task of 
putting out the blaze, the several inches of 
water on the first floor of the building was 
swept into the street or mopped up, and 
when 8 o’clock arrived everything was clean 
and ready for business. The work of the 
big gang of porters had put things in shape 
for business. Manager Albright in the 
interim had been in communication with 
the insurance people and arrangements were 
made whereby there would be no cessation 
in business. 

Manager Albright said that the damage 
would be $10,000. Starting in the polishing 
room, there was a lot of gold and silver 
ware there that had been bought and left 


for engraving, which was ruined by the. 


flames. The handsome $50,000 fixtures of 
the store were more or less damaged and 
it will be necessary to scrape off the blis- 
tered varnish on all of them and refinish 
them, while it will be impossible to make 
use of several showcases in the rear of the 
building. 

Strange as it may appear, the silverware 
in the large glass cases was not damaged 
materially. A large force of men and 
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women were employed following the fire 
to put the goods in salable condition. Man- 
ager Albright says that he has no idea what 
caused the fire. Some of the employes 
were in the place until 11.30, and a round 
of the establishment at that hour found 
everything in good condition. There is one 
theory that the fire might have been caused 
by electric light wires, but to say how it 
originated would only be to guess at it. 

One fireman, John Dean, engineer of Co. 
18, was injured by receiving a contusion of 
the left leg while trying to help one of his 
horses which had slipped while running to 
the fire. The Colonial Credit Clothing Co., 
which occupies the second floor of the 
building in which the Roberts house is situ- 
ated also sustained considerable damage 
because of smoke. A large amount of cut 
glass and other valuables was rescued by 
the Holmes men sent to the fire. Entrance 
to the Roberts store had to be gained by 
breaking the large glass in the front door 
of the store, and this done the men soon 
were inside. All of the most valuable jew- 
elry, however, was in the safe and this 
was not harmed in the least. The most 
damage done was to silverware and goods 
received and stocks ready for delivery or 
to be delivered. This merchandise was in 
the rear of the store, near where the fire 
started.

Death of Frederic D. Woodruff. 

Rocky Mowunt, N. C., Dec., 17.—Fred- 
eric D. Woodruff, a retail jeweler of this 
town, died last Thursday. He was one of 
the oldest and most highly respected citi- 
zens and his loss is keenly felt in this 
vicinity. For the past 18 years Mr. Wood- 
ruff had been in business here. 

F. D. Woodruff was 77 years of age and 
had been connected with the trade for 
more than 55 years. He was associated 
with the jewelry business at Troy, N. Y., 
and started in business for himself at 
Keyport, N. J., remaining there until 1895. 
He then moved to South Boston, Va., and 
from there to this place in 1896. 

In 1906 he suffered a stroke of paralysis 
and was confined to his bed from that 
time until the time of his death. In spite 
of his long illness his mind remained per- 
fectly clear and he was conscious up to 
the last. 

He was an active member of Corin- 
thian Lodge 230, A. F. & A. M., and the 
funeral services were held under the direc- 
tion of Ceserea Lodge at Keyport, N. J., 
where the interment took place.

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Death of Jacob Castelberg. 
Gatieemies 

BALTIMORE, Md., Dec. 19:—With the tu- 
neral of Jacob Castelberg, founder of the 
Castelberg National Jewelry Co., yesterday, 
there was laid at rest one of the nestors of 
the jewelry trade in this State. He died ai 
midnight Tuesday after a very short illness 
lasting only 10 days, and despite his ad- 
vanced age of 84 years the members of his 
family did not anticipate it would end su 
seriously. Death was due to pneumonia 
that developed from a cold contracted 
about two weeks ago. All during his ill- 
ness he remained cheerful and said he was 
getting better, and it was not until the end 
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actually came that he surrendered to his 
fate. It was just as the hands of the clock 
pointed to midnight that he turned to his 
wife and children and exclaimed softly, 
“God help me” and expired. 

At the time of Mr. Castelberg’s death 
every member of his family was at his bed- 
side. His two daughters, Mrs. Joseph 
Meyer and Mrs. Harry Rodman, both of 
New York, had been summoned from that 
city the day he died. A half hour before 
he died the end became apparent, and 
Joseph Castelberg, his son, and his family 
was summoned from their home a_ few 
doors above. When they arrived the phy- 
sicians in attendance were doine all in their 
power to prolong life to tide over the 
crisis, but the aged jeweler was beyond 
their efforts. His end came peacefully. 

Mr. Castelberg’s career here had been 
meteoric. He established one of the larg- 
est and most profitable instalment busi 
nesses in the south, and when he died his 
firm had stores in Baltimore, Washington 
and Norfolk. He was born in London and 
came to this country in 1859, settling in 
New York. Four vears later he married 
Miss Emma Rodberg there. It was in 
1860 that he came to Baltimore, his first 
venture being a jewelry store on N. Gay 
St. He prospered so rapidly he soon found 
it necessary to secure a larger place. It 
was in 1888 that he introduced the instal- 
ment feature to his business. This branch 
of his business proved so popular that he 
soon found it necessary to again enlarge 


his quarters, and his next move was to N. 
Eutaw St. 

He and his wife celebrated the golden 
anniversary of their wedding in 1904, and 
at that time were presented with a hand- 
some gold loving cup, about a foot high, 
weight 26 ounces of 22 karat gold. It was 
adorned by two oval miniatures by Myno- 
cleff, the ceiebrated miniature artist of 
New York. The miniatures were enameled 
and bordered with circles containing 100 
one-half carat diamonds. The cup was a 
loving tribute from their children. 

Some of Mr. Castelberg’s celebrated jew- 
elry sales was the purchase and sale of the 
famous necklace belonging to the cele- 
brated Cassie Chadwick. This necklace 
was of diamonds and pearls, containing 225 
pearls of uniform size, each weighing 5% 
grains, and 140 diamonds aggregating 
about 10 carats. The sale was made to Le 
Petite Adelaide, the dancer, for $20,000. 

Mr. Castelberg is survived by Joseph 
Castelberg, who succeeded his father as the 
head of the Castelberg National Jewelry 
Co.; Henry Castelberg, and four daughters, 
Mrs. Albert Wildman, Mrs. Samuel Heller, 
Mrs. Joseph Meyer, Mrs. Harry Rodman, 
i3 grandchildren and eight great-grand- 
chiidren. 

Deceased was an active worker in the 
Jewish Home for Consumptives and the 
Federated Charities, besides the many 
charity organizations of the Madison Ave. 
and McCulloh St. Temples. He was a 
member of the Knights of Phythias and a 
43d degree Mason. 

The funeral services yesterday were con- 
ducted by the Rev. Dr, Adolph Guttmacher, 
of Madison Ave. Temple, assisted by the 
Rey. Dr. S. Schaffer, of the McCulloh St. 
Temple. A delegation of the Albert Pike 
Consistory of Masons, and every employe 
of the Baltimore and Washington stores 
attended. The pallbearers were August 
Goldsmith, Simon Arnstein, Morris Rosen- 
baum, Simon Adler and Julius Lyon, all of 
New York; Henry Mayer, Joseph Smith 
and George Nackman, of this city. The in- 
terment was made in the Hebrew Friend- 
ship Cemetery.

Window Smashers Visit Store of W. W 
Wattles & Sons, Pittsburgh, Pa., 
and Escape with Loot Worth 
$500. 

PirrsBuRGH, Pa., Dec. 18.—Following the 
reporting of 22 ‘robberies in which the 
purses of that many women were snatched 
by thieves in Pittsburgh yesterday, a bolder 
one occurred at the store of W. W. Wat- 
tles & Sons, 517 Wood St., between 6 and 
7 o’clock this morning. While many per- 
sons were passing going to their work and 
the watchman of the district was at another 
end of the street and no policemen were in 
sight, the right hand corner of the display 
window was pounded out and goods val- 

ued at around $500 stolen. 

In discussing the robbery with a repre- 
sentative of THr JEWELERS’ CrRcULAR, one 
of the members of the firm said that the 
thief evidently used a wire or an instru- 
ment with pincers to accomplish his part 
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in removing the goods from the window. 
Judging from the time it took to remove 
the articles, consisting of rings, cigarette 
cases, scarfpins and men’s utility trinkets, 
the thief either had a confederate to watch 
or else the thoroughfare was exceptionally 
quiet. 

As a usual thing the value of the goods 
kept in the Wattles window at night is 
about $2,000 and around $25,000 during the 
daytime, and members of the firm are very 
thankful that no attempt was made to rob 
the place in daylight. While the robbery 
naturally was deplored by the firm, yet it 
proved quite an advertisement for the 
house at this busy season. 

The Wattles store is situated in the heart 
of the business district and but a few doors 
from three newspaper offices—the Chron- 
icle-Telegraph, Gazette Times. and the 
Press. Detectives who made an inspection 
of the premises are satisfied that the rob- 
bery was committed. between 6 and 7 
o'clock. It was also found that the rob- 
bers had thrown away some of the jew- 
elry boxes taken from the window, these 
having been found in the cellar of the 
building adjoining, where a new structure 
is now being erected for J. R. Reed & Co. 
In front of this place are several obstruc- 
tions, which it is said might have proved 
shields, to some extent, for the men who 
committed the theft. 

A peculiar incident of the robbery was 
that a sign offering a reward of $1,000 for 
the arrest and conviction of anyone steal- 
ing goods froin the place, and familiar to 
all members of the Jewelers Security Al- 
liance, was not disturbed, even though the 
window was cleaned out of all the goods 
that could be taken. 

As the goods stolen have the name of 
the Wattles firm stamped on them, they 
are expected to turn up in some pawnshop 
and thereby lead to the arrest of the man 
or persons guilty of the crime. One of 
the members of the firm said that the rob- 
bery demonstrated that there are certain 
periods of the day that there is not suffi- 
cient police protection. This is the second 
robbery of the kind that has occurred in 
Wood St. within the year. It was not long 
ago that a window in the store of R. 
Siedle & Sons, on the opposite side of 
the street, was broken much in the same 
way, the thieves making away with a con- 
siderable quantity of goods. 

Every effort is being made to apprehend 
the person or persons implicated in the 
latest theft, but the thieves left no trace 


behind them.

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Death of William A. Giles. 
aS 

Cuicaco, Dec. 20.—William A. Giles, at 
one time a well-known wholesale jeweler 
in Chicago and prominent in the trade 
throughout the country, died suddenly of 
apoplexy at Phoenix, Ariz., on Wednes- 
day, Dec. 17. The remains were brought 
to this city for interment. 

Mr. Giles was born in Salem Hill, Mass., 
over 80 years ago. He was left an orphan 
at an early age and obtained an education 
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by means of money earned chopping wood. 
He came west in 1857 and started in the 
retail jewelry business at Prairie du Chien, 
Wis. He removed to Chicago in 1863 and 
entered the wholesale jewelry business, later 
admitting his brother, C. K. Giles, into the 
firm, which was known for many years as 
Giles Bro. & Co. In 1882 he retired from 
this concern to devote himself to the real 
estate business, in which he became a mil- 
lionaire. 

Mr. Giles’ family was very prominent in 
the trade. His brother Frank was a part- 
ner in the New York house of Giles, Wales 
& Co. and two other brothers were con- 
nected with the watch trade in Switzerland. 

Mr. Giles was for many years among the 
leaders in civic and legislative affairs in 
Chicago, and was at one time chairman of 
the municipal committee of the Civic Fed- 
eration. He devoted much of his time t> 
the study of economic and municipal prob- 
lems and in pursuit of his investigations in 
this line he visited all of the large cities of 
America and of Europe. He was instru- 
mental in bringing about the passage of the 
Chicago civil service bill. 

He was at one time president of the New 
England Society of Chicago and was a 
member of the American Academy of Po- 
litical and Social Science, a director of the 
American Social Science Association, a 
member of the Patriotic League of Amer- 
ica, the National Municipal League and 
various organizations in Chicago. He also 
was a member of the Union League, Ham- 
ilton, Homewood, Country and other clubs. 

Mr. Giles is survived by a widow, one 
son, William F. Giles, and three daughters, 
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Miss Anna H. Giles, Mrs. Francis Hanchett 
and Mrs. Edward H. Stickler. The family 
residence is at 2537 S. Michigan Ave. 

Funeral services will be held at his late 
residence on Tuesday, Dec. 23, at 2 P. M. 
and interment is to be in Oakwoods Ceme- 
tery. The funeral will be private. 








Death of James H. Connor. 

Lynn, Mass., Dec. 20.—James H. Con- 
ner, for many years favorably known to 
the people of this city as a representative 
business man, conducting a retail jewelry 
store at 81 Pearl St., passed away after a 
long illness, Dec. 15, at his home on Saga- 
more St. He was 65 years of age. 

Mr. Conner was born in Lynn and edu- 
cated in the public schools. After finish- 
ing his studies, he entered the employ of 
George Howe, at that time a leading jew- 
eler here, and learned his trade in the 
thorough manner of that period, becoming 
especially skilled in engraving, as well as 
watchmaking. He pleased his employer so 
well by his faithfulness that in a short time 
he was admitted to partnership. 

On the death of Mr. Howe he became 
the sole proprietor. He had been for 43 
years in business in the same store. Known 
throughout the city as a man of scrupulous 
integrity, he won and retained through life 
the esteem of the entire community. 

Mr. Conner was a member of the Mer- 
chants’ Association, the Oxford Club, a 
leading social organization; the Masonic 
order, and the Mystic Shrine.

Proceedings to Test ‘‘Loan Shark’’ Law 
Begun Against a Pawnbroker of 
Washington, D. C. 

WasHINGTon, D. C., Dec. 20.—George 
D. Morning, a pawnbroker, whose name 
figured in the Congressional investigation 
of the lobby charges in connection with the 
transactions of Representative McDermott, 
of Illinois, was technically arrested yester- 
day by detectives from the central office on 
a charge of violating the Act of Congress 
of Feb. 4, 1913, known as the “loan shark” 
law. The case will be heard by a jury in 
police court. Mr. Horning was not actually 
placed under arrest, one of his employes 
accepting service for him and depositing 
$50 for his appearance in court when the 
case is called. 

The “arrest” of Horning involves a fine 
point of law for the courts to decide. 
Horning has an office at 9th and D Sts. 
and another place of business in Virginia 
just at the south end of the Highway 
Bridge. Horning maintains two automo- 
biles, and takes persons from Washington 
to his Virginia place where they pawn 
goods. At night, it is charged, Horning 
brings the goods pawned in Virginia to his 
Washington establishment for safe keep- 
ing. 

The police charge that in this way Horn- 
ing is evading the law. It is admitted by 
the police that the actual transactions take 
place in Virginia, the point to be determined 
by the court being whether in conveying 
patrons back and forth from Washington 
to Virginia and transferring the goods the 
law is technically violated. The case is 
simply a test case. 

Following the enactment of the “loan 
shark” law, most of the local pawnbrokers 
went out of business or established places 
in Virginia. The law limits the rate of in- 
terest which pawnbrokers may charge to 
1 per cent. a month. The brokers contend 
they cannot do business on this basis. 








Frank E. Ridgeway, Kansas City, Mo., 
Commits Suicide. 

Kansas City, Mo., Dec. 19.—Frank E. 
Ridgeway, owner of a jewelry establish- 
ment at 604 Southwest Boulevard, com- 
mitted suicide at his residence at 4640 
Kansas Ave., Kansas City, Kans., recently 
by swallowing potassium cyanide. Financial 
troubles were said to be back of the young 
jeweler’s self-destruction. His liabilities 
are small and the business will be con- 
tinued. * 

Ridgeway was 28 years old and was mar- 
ried. His wife found a note on a table 
in his room reading: “I have taken three 
capsules of potassium cyanide. I hope I 
die. T am unfit to cope with the difficulties 
of life.’ The body was found in a small 
shed in the rear of his home. 

Ridgeway had been in business only for 
about six months. He was a graduate of 
the Stuhl Institute of Engraving and 
Watchmaking, of Kansas City, and was a 
finished workman, according to A. C. Stuhl, 
head of the school. 

Besides a widow, two children survive 
the deceased. E. R. Brown, his brother-in- 
law, who has been connected with the jew- 
elry establishment of R. L. Lee, Kansas 
City, Kans., will continue the business.

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Denver Pawnbroker Brutally Assaulted 
by Robber Who Escapes with 
Small Loot. 

DeENnveER, Colo., Dec. 18.—Solomon Wolf, 
the proprietor of the Chicago Loan Office, 
at 1825 Larimer St., was assaulted with a 
heavy piece of gas pipe and robbed of $300 
worth of diamonds and other jewelry by a 
desperate holdup in Wolf’s place of busi- 
ness about 7:30 o’clock last Monday eve- 

ning. 

Unconscious and with a four-inch gash 
in the side of his head, Wolf was rushed 
to the county hospital, while detectives 
took up a search for the thief. It was 
feared for a time that Wolf’s wounds 
might result fatally. 

A piece of two-inch gas pipe, weighing 
three pounds, and nearly 18 inches long, 
was found by detectives on the floor of the 
pawnshop. 

Fred Luce, a newsboy, who found Wolf 
staggering against the door, with blood 
streaming from ‘his wounds, saw the rob- 
ber running from the store, and has fur- 
nished the police with a meagre description 
of the assailant. 

The police have discovered evidence 
that the robber fled to the roof of a build- 
ing across the street from Wolf’s place 
shortly after he committed the robbery, 
and believe that from his point of vantage 
was enabled to watch every movement of 
those planning for his apprehension. Cards 
torn from the jewelry were found on the 
roof of the building, and other price cards 
were found in the alley. 

Wolf’s condition is still regarded as 
serious, and he may not leave the hospital 
for some time. 

The loot secured by the robber was 
valued at about $300, and included small- 
sized diamond rings, earrings, a stickpin 
and two gold charms. 








Chicago Jeweler Forces Thief to Sur- 
render by a Clever Trick and Holds 
Him for the Police. 

Cuicaco, Ill., Dec. 22.—It is the senti- 
ment of many members of the trade here 
that the jewelers of Chicago ought to get 
together and give John I. Larsen, retail 
jeweler at 6958 North Clark St., a gold 
medal for the nerve and bravery he dis- 
played last week in catching a robber. Asa 
result of his bravery the desperado is in 
custody, the stolen property recovered and 
an example set other members of the trade. 
One day last week a man entered Mr. 
Larsen’s store and asked to see some 
diamond rings. He selected one and paid 
a deposit of $5 upon it, saying he would 
call for the ring and pay the balance at a 
later time. When he left the store Mr. 
Larsen noticed a $150 diamond ring was 
missing, and that a cheap whitestone ring 

had been substituted in its place. 

Rushing out of his store Larsen caught 
up with the fleeing man, and coming be- 
hind him he stuck his right hand in his 
coat pocket, holding the index finger of his 
hand so as to make believe it was the bar- 
rel of a revolver. Then he commanded 
the robber to hold up his hands. This the 
latter did and Larsen marched him back 
to his store. A patrol wagon was sent for 
and the thief was arrested. He offered 


Larsen his gold watch and $20 if the latter 
would let him go, but Larsen refused to 
consider it. 

The missing diamond ring was found in 
the thief’s pocket, according to the police. 








Application of Dissolution cf Ritter, 
Kahn & Co., Philadelphia, Pa., 
Follows Differences Between 
the Partners. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Dec. 18.—Declaring 
that their business relations are not har- 
monious, Adolph Ritter, through his at- 
torney, John G. Johnson, has filed a bill in 
equity in Common Pleas Court No. 3 ask- 
ing for the appointment of a receiver to 
liquidate the partnership now existing be- 
tween him and Max L. Kahn as wholesale 
jewelers, 1014-16 Arch St. 

Originally the litigants had a five-year 
co-partnership agreement, which expired on 
Dec. 31, 1907, and subsequent to that time 
have been continuing the business under a 
yearly agreement. Ritter avers that his 
partner has attempted to exercise sole con- 
trol of the business and has interfered with 
him when he has endeavored to take part 
in the transaction of the affairs. Kahn, he 
says, has grieviously insulted him in the 
presence of their employes, and has made 
insinuations against the complainant’s busi- 
ness ability. In consequence of their busi- 
ness differences Ritter says he served notice 
upon his partner of his intention to with- 
draw from the co-partnership to become 
effective Dec. 31 of the present year. 

Ritter does not favor liquidation of the 
firm’s affairs by Kahn, and has petitioned 
the court for the appointment of a receive: 
to collect outstanding debts, pay all cred- 
itors and after all liabilities have been can- 
celed to divide the remainder of the pro- 
ceeds of the sale equally between him an 1 
Kahn. 

The firm now has merchandise valued at 
$60,000 in its possession, and also $75,595 
due it in outstanding book accounts. The 
total outstanding indebtedness of the con- 
cern amounts to $73,606. Ritter says that 
the firm is financially sound, and that after 
the severence of business relations with 
Kahn he proposes to re-engage in the busi- 
ness. 

Arlington Radio Station to Send Out 
Signal of the Beginning of the 








Year 1914. 
W.asHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 20.—From the 
Arlington radio station wireless time 


signals are to be sent broadcast over the 
continent, and over a good part of the At- 
lantic to Pacific, to mark the death of the 
old year and the birth of the new, at mid- 
night, Dec. 31. 

Time signals are now sent from the Ar- 
lington station and received at the Eiffel 
Tower, Paris, 3,000 miles away. On New 
Year’s eve the Arlington operator will tick 
off the seconds for five minutes with cer- 
tain omissions fur the purpose of permit- 
ting identification. In this way all ships 
and shore stations equipped with radio ap- 
paratus may receive the signals. 

Jewelers throughout the country, who 
have equipped their establishments with 
wireless apparatus, may receive the signals 
iust as they do the ones sent out at noon 
from the Arlington station. 
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Automobile Bandits Use Ammonia Gun 
and Escape from Store of L. Gold- 
man’s Sons, Kansas City, with 
Loot Worth $2,000. 

Kansas City, Mo., Dec. 17.—A robbery 
unparalleled in jewelry circles in Kansas 
City took place last night, when a man and 
a woman, aided by another accomplice, 
robbed the store of L. Goldman’s Sons, 
1307 Grand Ave., of 48 diamond rings, 
worth more than $2,000, and escaped in an 
automobile which was waiting in front of 

the store. 

George Goldman, half-blinded with am- 
monia, pursued the crooks, firing two shots 
at the flying car. Although one of the bul- 
lets pierced the back of the automobile, it 
fell on the seat without doing damage. An- 
other bullet went through a plate-glass win- 
dow of a store on the other side of the 
street. Despite the fact that it was a few 
minutes before 10 o’clock and the thor- 
oughfare was crowded, the trio made good 
their escape. Goldman jumped into a ma- 
chine owned by a friend and followed the 
robbers some distance, but without avail. 

The woman entered the establishment in 
the afternoon of the day on which the rob- 
bery took place and asked to be shown 
some rings. After looking over several 
she promised the jeweler to return later 
with her husband, who, she said, was going 
to buy her a diamond for a Christmas gift. 
About 9.45 o’clock an automobile drove up 
to the curb and the woman, who appeared 
to be about 28 years old, alighted, accom- 
panied by a man. They entered the stor 
as the jewelers were preparing to close and 
asked to be shown some diamond rings. 

George Goldman laid two trays on the 
counter and was reaching for a third when 
two streams of liquid from squirt guns 
struck him in the face. The couple seized 
the diamonds and ran for the door. The 
automobile was waiting with the engin: 
running, and it was but the work of a mo- 
ment for the robbers to get started. Their 
car went west on 13th St. and was seen ro 
more until the following day, when it was 
found where it had been abandoned. It had 
been stolen from in front of a theater. 

Fred Goldman was in the show window 
when the robbery took place and was un- 
able to get out in time to assist his brother. 
A. F. Hartman, a watchmaker, was in the 
store and handed Mr. Goldman the revolver 
with which he shot at the automobile.

Despite the fact 
that the ammonia used on Mr. Goldman 
was strong enough to burn the varnish 
from the showcase, he suffered no ill effects 
from the affair. 

The woman was well dressed. Her com- 
panion was about 32 years old, five feet 
eight inches tall, and was dark. Little was 
seen of the chauffeur and it would be hard 
to identify him.

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United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
Affirms Decision Against Waltham 
Watch Co. and in Favor of 
Jeweler Who Cut Prices. 


The Waltham watch Co. has again 
lost in its suit against Charles A. Keene, 
a retail jeweler in New York, to restrain 
him from selling at less than a stipulated 
price watch movements patented and manu- 
factured by the plaintiffs. The suit which 
has been going on for some time was tried 
in the United States District Court of 
New York was decided last February by 
Judge Ray in favor of Keene. An appeal 
was taken to the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals, which tribunal last week 
affirmed Judge Ray’s decision. 

The particulars as to the suit have ap- 
peared in various issues of THE JEWELERS’ 
CircULAR. In substance, the litigation is 
based on an allegation of infringement of 
patents owned by the Waltham Watch Co., 
it being contended that the right to sell 
certain patented watch movements was 
granted only as a license from the patentee, 
one of the conditions of which was the sale 
of the movements at a stipulated price by 
the retail trade. Keene, it was contended, 
had infringed the patents by selling the 
watches at a price less than agreed upon. 

Keene contended, on the other hand, 
that he had purchased the works in the 
open market; that they became his ex- 
clusive property and he could sell them for 
what price he pleased. He also alleged 
that the action of the Waltham Watch Co. 
in seeking importers to keep up the selling 
price was an act in restraint of trade and 
in violation of the Sherman law. 

The theory on which the Waltham Watch 
Co.’s contention was based had been up- 
held in the United States Court for many 
years until the recent decision of the Su- 
preme Court in the Sanatogen case. The 
Waltham patents alleged to have been in- 
fringed by Keene were improvements of 
watch movements embodied in the River- 
side model. They were patents No. 527,771 
granted to Duane H. Church, for improve- 
ments in watch movement frames; No. 
677,689 granted to Olaf Olsen, for improve- 
ments in spring barrels, and No. 556,303 
granted to Duane H. Church, for improve- 
tnents in dial holders, all of which are 
cwned by the Waltham company. The facts 
in the case were agreed upon and sub- 
mitted to the court. 

The decision of Judge Ray in the case 
was hanced down Feb. 17, 1913, and the 
substance of it was published in THE Jew- 
ELERS’ CIRCULAR Feb. 19. He decided that 
the case was not the same as the Henry vs. 
Dick case, previously decided by the United 
States Supreme Court; that the patentee 
had received his royalty in full and was 
not concerned with sales made thereafter 
by dealers or with the prices they charged. 
He held with the defendant that an agree- 
ment for fixed prices on the resale of an 
article purchased in the open market was 
contrary to the Sherman Act, and. was 
without the monopoly granted to the 
patentee. 

Judge Ray’s decision was immediately 
appealed by the Waltham Watch Co. to the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals, 
but this tribunal in deciding the case in 


favor of the defendant handed down no 
written decision, simply affirming the court 
below without an opinion. 

The United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals is the court of final resort for patent 
cases. Cases may be removed from it to 
the Supreme Court either by having them 
certified to that court by the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals or brought up on 
a writ of certiorari granted by the United 
States Supreme Court. It is not likely 
that the Circuit Court of Appeals will 
certify this action up to the United States 
Supreme Court, and if it is to be appealed 
there it must be done by the Waltham 
Watch Co. obtaining a writ of certiorari 
from the Supreme Court itself. 





Boston, Mass., Dec. 20.—No action has 
been taken as yet by Matthews, Thompson 
& Spring, counsel for the Waltham Watch 
Co., in the matter of a possible appeal to 
the United States Supreme Court from 
the decision just announced by the Circuit 
Court of Appeals in the Keene case. 

The law firm, however, has this under 
consideration and is in consultation with 
officials of the company as to the advis- 
ability of taking such an appeal, in view 
of the recent trend of the judiciary’s atti- 
tude toward cases of a similar character. 








Two Young Men Caught While Attempt- 
ing to Rob the Store of J. W. Tufts, 
Loveland, O. 

Crncinnatl, O., Dec. 17.—Burglars were 
unsuccessful in their attempt to rob the 
store of J. W. Tufts, Loveland, O., last 
Sunday evening. Entrance was effected in 
exactly the same manner as was the case 
last July, when much booty was secured. 
This time the only things hauled away 
were the burglars. 

A man named Spaeth, living opposite 
the store, noticed two men acting in a 
suspicious manner and later observed the 
flashing of electric lights inside the build- 
ing. Spaeth notified several men, who were 
about to act when Mr. Tuft happened 
along. 

Two men went to the rear window, 
which the thieves had left open after en- 
tering, while Mr. Tufts and another man 
entered the front door and, at the point of 
a revolver, ordered one of the intruders 
to hold up his hands. The other one 
jumped head first through the large glass 
window in the front of the store into the 
street. 

Several men gave chase and _ several 
shots were fired at the fugitive. During 
the flight he shed his coats, and in his 
shirt sleeves waded the Obanion Creek and 
boarded a westbound freight. He got as 
far as Madeira, where he was arrested. 

Trial of the two young men was held 
before Mayor Payne the night following 
the attempted robbery. One fellow an- 
swers the name of “Brissie” and hails from 
Cincinnati. He pleaded guilty, but the 
other, and apparently the leader, who is 
called Ross and also from the Queen City, 
denied the charge completely. He said he 
knew the job was to be pulled off, but as 
he was out of jail on bond for another 
crime he refrained from getting into further 
trouble. They are in the Batavia jail, 


neither being able to furnish $2,000 bond. 
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It is believed that they are the men who 
broke a glass window of a hardware store 
recently, as a flashlight found in Tufts’ 
jewelry store was identified by Medert, 
owner of the hardware store, as one of 
the flashlights stolen from his window the 
week before. 








Armed Robber Holds Up A. Seiden- 
sticker, Hamilton, O., and Escapes 
with Diamond Rings Valued 
at $5,000. 

CincINNATI, O., Dec. 20.—An armed rob- 
per seized a tray containing 36 diamond 
rings, valued at $5,000, and escaped from 
the jewelry store of A. Seidensticker, on 
High St. Hamilton, O., Friday, at 6.30 
Pp. M. After firing shots at his pursuers as 
he dashed through the crowded streets, he 
escaped in the darkness. Policemen in au- 
tomobiles scoured the outskirts of Hamilton 

without avail. 

The robber is supposed to have come to 
Cincinnati and the police in this city are on 
the lookout for him. He is described as 
being about 30 years old, six feet tall, 
smooth of face and weighing 165 pounds. 
At the time of the robbery he was dis- 
guised as a traction motorman, wearing 
blue and white checked overalls, a motor- 
man’s cap, without number, and carrying 
a brown lunch box, 

The fellow asked Mr. Seidensticker to 
show him some diamond rings. When 
small diamonds were displayed he asked 
to see the larger ones, declaring several 
persons expected to go together in the pur- 
chase of a Christmas present. 

Mr. Seidensticker thereupon brought out 
the tray containing the larger stones, and 
the fellow looked over them carefully, and 
finally picking one that seemed to suit him, 
and said, “This one will do.” He appar- 
ently reached for his pocketbook, but in- 
stead whipped out a revolver, which he 
jammed at Seidensticker’s face and com- 
manded him not to move. The thief then 
seized the tray of diamond rings and 
dashed out of the door, flourishing his gun 
and shooting back at several people follow- 
ing him. 

At the time of the holdup several persons 
were in the store besides the jeweler. They 
were Earl Peabody and Charles Anderson, 
clerks, and Miss Julia Millikin, a society 
reporter on a Hamilton newspaper. 








The proprietor of a jewelry store at 
Montgomery, Ala., and an auctioneer, who 
had been in his employ, were arrested one 
evening recently on the charge of obtain- 
ing money under false pretenses. Because 
of a number of complaints filed by citizens 
against the store and its alleged illegal 
methods of business, detectives had been 
watching the place, but no arrest was made 
until a negro left the store with a bracelet 
in his hand. He stated to the officer that 
he had paid $2.50 for it, it having been 
represented to him by the auctioneer as 
being worth $15. The bracelet was brough: 
to a jeweler for appraisement, and as soon 
as he declared it to be brass the detective 
placed the owner of the store and auc- 
tioneer under arrest. The negro then swore 
out a warrant for the charges of obtaining 
money under false pretenses. Both men 
who were arrested furnished bail. 
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Trial of H. F. Schneider Accused of the 

Murder of J. H. Logue, the Aged 

Chicago Diamond Merchant. 

Cuicaco, Dec. 22.—Harold F. Schneider, 
accused of the murder of Joseph Logue, a 
diamond merchant in the McVicker’s build- 
ing, was placed on trial before Judge Bren- 
tano in the Criminal Court last Thursday. 
Logue was murdered on Dec. 26, 1912, in 
his offices. His eyes were burned with acid, 
he was shot and his body showed 16 stab 
wounds. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Hayden N. 
Bell, who is conducting the prosectition, 


fa 


made his opening address to the jury [ic 
was followed by Attorney Charles E. Erb- 
stein, counsel for Schneider. 

Samuel Egan, 3141 W. 16th St., manager 
of the McVicker’s Theatre building, was 
the first witness called by the prosecution. 
He testified to having found the body of 
Logue and also described the condition of 
the room. 

Following his testimony court adjourned 
until later in the afternoon, when Dr. W. 
H. Burmeister, coroner’s physician, was the 
first witness called. The physician testi- 
fied to having performed a post mortem 
examination. He declared that in his ex- 
amination he found 17 knife wounds, eight 
in the breast and nine in the back; one bul- 
let wound in the right shoulder, and also 
found acid burns on the decedent’s face. 
He declared that it was his opinion that 
the acid was thrown while the victim’s eyes 
were still open, because he said that if the 
eyes had heen closed at the time there 
would have been burns on the man’s eye- 
lids. 

Friday morning John Faith, jointly in- 
dicted with Harold Schneider, was the first 
witness called by the prosecution. Since 
his arrest Faith, who has served a sentence 
in the Pontiac Reformatory for burglary, 
has turned State’s evidence against Schneid- 
er. He has not been promised immunity by 
the State. 

Faith’s testimony was a reiteration of 
that which he gave at two former hearings 
-—before Municipal Judge Newcomer and 
before Judge Kersten at the time when At- 
torney Charles E. Erbstein argued a motion 
for bail in behalf of Schneider. He told 
of how he and Schneider had planned the 
Logue robbery about two weeks prior to the 
crime, Dec. 20, 1912, and about himselt 
withdrawing as an accomplice a short time 
before the brutal murder was committed. 

“We had planned the Logue robbery 
about two weeks before Logue was killed,” 
he said in part. “I met Schneider at my 
home at 535 W. Oak St., on Dec. 10, and he 
told me he had a goad job. I asked wnat 
kind of a job it was and he said: ‘Oh, it’s 
an easy job; there’s about $6,000 in cold 
cash for us and it’s no trouble at all.’ He 
told me that he and I would go into Logue’s 
office in the McVicker building and tell him 
to show us some diamonds. He said: ‘We 
will go to Logue’s office and tell him to pull 
the shades down, as we don’t want anyone 
to see us there, and as he turns around we 
will have him covered with guns.’ 

“T didn’t like this way, so we finally 
agreed to another way. We were to go to 
Logue’s office with a satchel and say to 
him: ‘Hello, Logue, we’ve got some dia- 


monds in the satchel that we want to sell. 
Pull down the shades, so that no one can 
see us. As he turn around, you, meaning 
me, ‘go around to the safe and rob it. I'll 
have him covered with the gun, and if he 
hollers, you throw the knife into him.’ | 
agreed to this.” 

Attorney Erbstein is attempting to prove 
that Faith is the man who actually com- 
mitted the crime. He asserted that he has 
a witness who will identify Faith as one of 
the men seen in the McVicker building a 
short time before Logue was found dead in 
his office. 








New England Manufacturing Jewelers 
Believe New Tariff Gives Adequate 
Protection if Schedules Are 
Upheld. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Dec. 20.—The Decem- 
ber Bulletin of the New England Manu- 
facturing Jewelers’ and Silversmiths’ As- 
sociation contains a review of the tariff 
legislation, affecting the industry, and de- 
clares that if the present act is upheld by 
the Board of General Appraisers and 
Courts, “the jewelry manufacturers will 
have the highest protection for their in- 
dustry of any measure that has ever been 
passed by Congress.” 

The bulletin recommends that the asso- 
ciation’s Bureau of Tariff Information be 
developed and that foreign and domestic 
trade data be collected “in order that para- 
graph R of section 4 in the Underwood 
act, which require the president to ascer- 
tain if the imports under any given para- 
graph amount to less than five per cent. of 
the domestic consumption and, in case they 
do, to secure a reduction in the rates of 
duty, shall not be unfairly applied to jew- 
elry and silverware.” 

The report of the tariff committee of the 
association is given in full in the Bulletin. 
The committee is headed by Charles T. 
Paye. of North Attleboro, as chairman. 
and includes Harry Cutler, George H. 
Holmes, Samuel M. Einstein, Frank P. 
Daughaday, Walter B. Ballou and Charles 
A. Whiting. 

The Underwood act is the first tariff law 
in which the metal schedule basket para- 
graph differentiates manufactures of gold, 
silver and platinum and articles plated with 
gold or silver from manufactures of other 
metals. The jewelers regard this as a dis- 
tinct advantage since it puts an end to the 
custom of importing jewelry as “miscel- 
laneous manufactures.” Under the new 
tariff, the rates on gold and platinum jew- 
elry are unchanged at 60 per cent., and 
the rates are unchanged on cigar and ciga- 
rette cases, cigar and cigarette holders, 
cigar cutters and jewelry costing over 
$2.40 per gross pieces excepting chain, pins, 
collar buttons, cuff buttons, dress buttons 
and charms. 

Rates are increased five per cent. or 
more on spoons, forks and flatware in 
sterling silver and silver plate, hollow 
ware in sterling silver and silver plate, 
toilet ware in sterling silver and silver 
plate, as well as silverware, chain, mesh, 
findings and novelties. 

Rates are reduced on mesh bags in ster- 
ling silver, German silver and white metal, 
jewelry costing less than $2.40 per gross, 
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combs and hair ornaments, chains under 
30 cents per yard and chain, pins, collar 
buttons, dress buttons, cuff buttons and 
charms costing over $2.40 per gross. 

The bulletin says, in comparing the 
rates: “A further significance of the new 
rates may be observed in comparing the 
protection given our industry by the Un- 
derwood act with the protection afforded 
it in recent tariff laws, the jewelry rates 
of which are as follows: McKinley act, 
1888, 50 per cent.; Wilson-Gorman act, 
1894, 35 per cent.; Dingley act, 1897, 60 
per cent.; Payne-Aldrich act, 1899, 45 to 
85 per cent. 

“It should be noted that the McKinley 
act, which was denounced as excessively 
high, gave 10 per cent. lower protection 
than the present act; that the Wilson-Gor- 
man act, which was a higher tariff law 
than the Underwood, carried a jewelry 
rate of 25 per cent. less than we now have. 
In conclusion, the tariff committee begs to 
submit that if the integrity of the present 
act, providing for 60 per cent. protection, 
is upheld by adjudications in accordance 
with the design and intent of Congress, 
the jewelry manufacturers will have the 
highest protection for their industry of any 
measure that has ever been passed by Con- 
gress.” 








Creditors Accept Composition Offer of 
70 Per Cent. Made by C. P. Barnes 
& Co., Louisville, Ky. 
LouISvVILLE, Ky., Dec. 22—The 70 per 
cent. composition offered to the creditors 
of C. P. Barnes & Co. was accepted by 
the creditors at a meeting held Dec. 13, and 
the initial payment of 15 per cent. has been 
made. The balance is to be paid at the 
rate of 25 per cent. cash by Jan. 1, witn 
three notes each for 10 per cent. of the in- 

debtedness. 

The notes are to be given by W. G. 
Buschemeyer, Sr., for a period of three 
months, as follows: March 15, 10 per 
cent.; May 15, 10 per cent., and Aug. 15, 
10 per cent. 

This business was started a number of 
years ago by C. P. B. Barnes and a brother, 
J. L. Barnes, under the style of C. P. 
Barnes & Bro. In 1887 the firm was dis- 
solved, but the business was continued by 
the widow of C. P. Barnes until 1903, when 
it was purchased by Edward C. Meyer, who 
continued it alone as C. P. Barnes & Co., 
until January of 1913, when he sold the 
business to W. W. Preis and W. G. Busche- 
meyer, Jr., the present proprietors. 








Philip Rosumny, Portland, O., Goes Into 
Bankruptcy. 


PoRTLAND, Ore., Dec. -9.—Philip Ros- 
umny is in bankruptcy, with liabilities of 
about $10,000, and claims assets of $5,000. 

Mr. Rosumny came to this country in 
1905 and started in the clothing business. 
In March, 1908, he purchased the interest 
of one Nudelman in the firm of Clement 
& Nudelman, jewelers and. pawnbrokers, 
but later sold his interest and started in- 
dividually.

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“‘Pennyweighters” ‘Substitute Cheap 
Ring for Valuable One at Office of 
Arthur Silberfeld, New York. 

Arthur Silberfeld, a dealer in diamonds 
at 36 Maiden Lane, New York, was the 
victim last Thursday of two “penny- 
weighters,” who succeded in escaping with 
a diamond ring, the value of which can- 
not be determined until Mr. Silberfeld 
takes stock. 

The two men entered the jeweler’s of- 
fice and presented a business card of 
Pitzele & Co., 51 Maiden Lane, on the 
back of which was a request that Mr. Sil- 
berfeld serve the two, as Pitzele & Co. 
did not have in stock the kind of a ring 
the men wished. 

They wanted a “Princess” ring worth 
$150, but were not suited with the tray of 
rings Mr. Silberfeld showed them. They 
returned again in a half hour, looked over 
the same tray, and he then showed them 
scarfpins, one of which they selected to be 
made into a ring. They bought an $18 ring 
and left a $10 deposit under the name of 
Stein. While deciding on the style of ring 
Stein reached across the tray, evidently to 
substitute a ring, but Mr. Silberfeld asked 
him to remove his hand, fearing he would 
soil the rings. Stein then asked for cuff 
buttons, and a girl employe brought them, 
and at his request he was again shown the 
same tray of rings. After the pair had 
left, the girl noticed a ring worth about 
$10 in the tray in place of a ring valued 
probably at $150. 

The two men are described as follows: 
The younger is about 22 years of age, five 
feet six inches tall, and weighs 130 pounds. 
He has dark hair and a dark complexion, 
and was clean shaven. He was well 
dressed in a dark suit and wore a soft hat. 

The older man is about 24 years of age, 
five feet eight inches in height, and weighs 
140 pounds. He is of slim build, has dark 
hair, was clean shaven and wore dark 
clothes. 








Bookkeeper of Providence Silver Manu- 
facturing House Charged with 
Embezzlement. 

ProvivENcE, R. I., Dec. 20.—Following a 
complaint that he had been padding the 
company’s pay-roll, William H. Ellis, head 
bookkeeper for the Roger Williams Silver 
Co., 101 Sabin St., was taken into custody 
Wednesday morning by Inspector William 
E. McGann. At a special session of the 
Sixth District Court held at police head- 
quarters in the evening he pleaded not 
guilty and was held under $500 bonds for 
a trial on Dec. 30. 

The specific charge against Ellis, the 
police say, is the embezzling of $300 from 
the company, but as the books of the con- 
cern have not yet been audited, the exact 
amount of shortage is not yet known. Ac- 
cording to the inspectors’ department Ellis 
admitted when arrested taking the amount 
named in the charge. 

Ellis was formerly employed by the 
company, but had not been working for 
some time before taking the position as 
head bookkeeper. In this position he has 
been with the concern for about one year. 
He has had charge of all the bookkeeping 


in the office and had full supervision of 
the pay-roll. The officials of the com- 
pany have suspected for some time that 
all was not right with the bookkeeper’s 
accounts, and it is alleged that names have 
been appearing on the roll that were not 
known in the works. Ellis was called be- 
fore the officials to make some explana- 
tions of the alleged deficiencies. 

He started work at straightening out 
the books, but the further he went the 
accounts are said to have become more 
and more complicated, and evidence of 
false entries appeared, it is alleged, and 
it was decided by the officials to prose- 
cute. The inspectors’ department was 
called into the case Wednesday morning, 
and Inspector McGann was sent to the 
office. He found Ellis working over the 
books evidently trying to smooth over the 
difficulties. Ellis is married and was reg- 
istered as an expert accountant.

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“H. H. Weiss” Pleads Guilty to Petty 
Larceny and Sentence May Be 
Suspended. 

Harry Blum, alias “H. H. Weiss,” who 
was recently arrested in Chicago by Lieu- 
tenant-Detective Sommers and brought to 
New York for trial on a grand larceny 
charge preferred by Wm. Dietz, 20 Maider 
Lane, was before Judge Crain in General 
Sessions for sentence last Monday. After 
a plea for mercy made by the prisoner’s 
wife, the judge remanded “Weiss” until 
to-day, at which time, if a position is found 
where the prisoner can earn an honest liv- 

ing, sentence may be suspended. 

The original charge made against Dietz 
was grand larceny, but this was later al- 
lowed by permission of the court to be 
changed, the prisoner pleading guilty to 
petty larceny. 

Dietz alleged that some time ago “Weiss’

The wife of the prisoner in testifying 
said that at the time the crime was com- 
mitted she was sick and they were in need 
of food and medicine and doctor’s fees. 
Mrs. Weiss also said that soon after the 
crime was committed her husband left for 
Chicago, closely followed by herself, where 
they took up their residence until the time 
of his arrest. Her husband, she said, since 
committing the crime, had been working 
and had been living an honest and clean 
life. 

Shortly after his wife’s testimony, 
“Weiss” was given a chance to testify in 
his own behalf. He said that prior to 
committing the crime he had been working 
for J. Gumpel & Sons as a salesman at 
$18 a week. In February, owing to a slow 
season, he said he was laid off. He then 
told of his sickness and their need of funds. 

“Weiss” told Judge Crain that if given 
a chance in life he could prove that he 
could earn an honest living. 

Judge Crain, after hearing the testimony, 
told “Weiss’” attorney and his wife, and 
Wm. Dietz, the complainant, that if a posi- 
tion could be found where the prisoner 
could earn an honest living, sentence, at the 
court’s discretion, would be suspended. 

As has been previously reported through 
the columns of THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR, 
the game the man worked was to repre- 
sent himself as related to a prominent jew- 
eler in Canton ©., and by this means ob- 
tain goods. He had been offering checks 
on the First National Bank of Canton.

How- 
ever, in order to relieve the situation an 
interpretation of the law and a further 
ruling was made last week by William H. 
Hargest, Deputy Attorney General, to an 
opinion by John P. Jackson, Commissioner 
of Labor. Hargest advises that on days 
in the week following holidays a female 
over 21 may be permitted to work 12 hours 
during three days of such week, provided 
the maximum hours per week do not ex- 
ceed 54—the legal limit for girls. He also 
states that the law permits females under 
the age of 21 to be employed after 9 P. M. 
during the three days in a week in which 
a legal holiday is observed, provided, how- 
ever, the maximum hours of employment 
do not exceed 54 in a week. This is an 
important ruling to members in the trade 
employing girls and will prove of valuable 
assistance holiday weeks. None of the ar- 
rests implicated jewelers. 

An angry mob, mistaking Herman Auer- 
bach, of the I. Ollendorff Co., for a de- 
tective and his white carrier for a strike- 
breaker, nearly led to serious consequences 
at Tarentum last week, where a street car 
strike is in progress. Mr. Auerbach on 
his arrival in New Kensington, Pa., learned 
of the street car strike and, instead of 
going to Tarentum by street car, waited 
for two hours on a train. His carrier 
took the sample cases to the store of Kropf 
& Tresise, Tarentum, and shortly after 
their arrival some ofthe striking street 
car men came along and, seeing the carrier 
standing in front of the jewelry store, 
pounced on him and were in the act of 


handling him roughly, when it was ex- 
plained that the man was not a strike- 
breaker. In the meantime the chief of 


police of the town had telephoned the jew- 
elry firm that he heard he was harboring a 
detective and a strikebreaker and would 
not be responsible for anything that was 
done. The firm, however, soon straight- 
ened out the matter. It was hard to con- 
vince the strikers, however, that Mr. Auer- 
bach and his carrier were engaged in the 
jewelry business and not strikebreaking 
business. In -discussing the matter with 
THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR correspondent 
Mr. Auerbach admitted that the situation 


looked serious.

A°® recently noted 
An Amendment to in these col- 
the Kahn Law. umns, distinct oppo- 
sition as to what is 
known as the Kahn Law, affording protec- 
tion to foreign manufacturers and others 
who exhibit at the Panama-Pacific Interna- 
tional Exposition in the way of permitting 
them to register their designs and protect 
their patent rights has been evident in com- 
mercial circles ever since the bill was passed. 
The idea of the Kahn act was to permit the 
foreign exhibitors to have protection for 
their designs and inventions, the same as 
they would have in their own country, dur- 
ing the period of the exhibition, so that 
they would lose nothing by bringing the 
same before the American public. The con- 
tention of the American manufacturers, 
however, was that the bill gives a great 
deal more protection than was intended; 
that it not only protects the designs and 
the inventions of the foreigners that are 
legitimately entitled to such privilege, but 
also protects the man who has infringed 
an American design or invention in his 
own country and has had it registered or 
patented therein; that the law in this form 
would help the foreign “pirate” as against 
the legitimate claims of a concern who had 
suffered by the lack of protection in for- 
eign countries. 

That there is some merit in the conten- 
tion of the manufacturers has been ad- 
mitted generally, even by those who advo- 
cated and helped to pass the Kahn Law, 
though many have claimed that the meas- 
ure was in no way as bad as it was made 
out to be by its opponents, and the Patent 
Law Committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives has practically agreed to pass a 
bill that will remedy any real defects found 
in the Kahn Law. 
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An amendment to the Kahn bill, meeting 
the objections of the American manufac- 
turers, was introduced by Hon. Robert f. 
Bulkley, of Ohio, of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, Dec. 11 and is known as H. R. 
10310. This bill has the approval of the 
National Design Registration League re 
cently formed in New York and, accord- 
ing to the secretary of the organization, the 
amendments to the Kahn Law which are 
embodied in it have been carefully drawn; 
are consistent with the interests of the 
American manufacturers, merchants and 
importers, and at the same time afford ade- 
quate protection to foreign exhibitors at 
the Panama-Pacific Exposition. The league 
through its secretary is soliciting the sup- 
port of its members and of the business in- 
terests of the country generally for this 
measure, requesting that those interested 
write their Senators and Congressmen to 
favor the bill when it comes up for pass- 
age.

Auctions of Jewelry. inquired about the 
auction ordinances of the various cities 
which forbid the sale of jewelry at night, 
we reproduce herewith the ordinance 
passed by the city of Buffalo, which is 
among the shortest and least elaborate of 
such local laws. The ordinance reads: 

“Any person or persons engaged in the 
sale of watches, clocks, plated ware or 
jewelry of any description, as auctioneer 
or pawnbroker, shall not sell or dispose of 
such goods or wares at public auction 
within the city of Buffalo after 6 o’clock 
in the afternoon. Any person violating 
this provision of this section shall forfeit 
and pay a penalty of $50 for each offense.” 

In its brevity lies one of the merits of 
the above regulation, and there seems to 
be little reason why such an ordinance 
cannot be passed by the governing body of 
any town or city wherein the night auc- 
tion has become a nuisance. 





Output of German be PATCHES 
from Berlin 

Diamond Fields _ ae 
1h ast week confirmed 
to Be Limited. ¢},, report that the 
German Government had restricted the out- 
put of the diamond mines in the German- 
African possessions and stated that the 
new government regulations in regard to 
these mines had just been issued. Accord- 
ing to these regulations each producer is 
restricted to a maximum quota every year 
and each quota will be subject to the state 
of the market and the industry. Accord- 
ing to the reports the producers of dia- 
monds are strongly opposed to the regula- 
tions and are holding meetings to consider 
them, but it is not thought that the protest 
will have any effect upon the government. 
There is no doubt in diamond circles gen- 
erally that the action of the German Gov- 
ernment will be considered as thoroughly 
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justified, and not only a benefit to the dia- 
mond trade, but to the mine owners and 
producers themselves. The German dia- 
monds are not of large size and do not 
enter into competition with the large, fine 
goods of the DeBeers mines or even of 
the Premier. They have largely entered 
into the production of mélée. 

There is no doubt that the regulation of 
the production of these small diamonds 
will aid the London diamond syndicate and 
the DeBeers Consolidated Mines, Ltd., 
whose diamonds the former control, in 
keeping the diamond market of the world 
firm, thereby insuring the income of the 
producers of the German mines and ex- 
tending their production for a period of 
years. The German diamond fields are not 
property mines, so called; that is, the dia-~ 
monds are not found “in place,” and it is 
not known how long it will take to ex- 
haust the fields if the production were 
unchecked by government regulation.

The stock, 
consisting of jewelry, watches, cut glass, 
silverware, showcases, fixtures, etc., was on 
inspection several days prior to the sale. 

The Accurate Rhine Stone Novelty 
‘Works, Ine., is the name of a concern in- 


corporated in this city last week to deal 
in mesh bags, rhinestones, novelties, etc., 
with a capital stock of $25,000. The in- 
corporators are: Abraham Levy, 953 Howe 
Ave.; Edward May, 507 E. 139th St., and 
Herman H. Levy, 405 Wendover Ave., 
Bronx. 

Two men describing themselves as Fran- 
cesco Sertillo and Michele Danna were ar- 
rested last Wednesday by Federal de- 
tectives, on the charge of counterfeiting in 
the rooms which they occupied at 163 Mul- 
berry St. The men said that they were 
jewelers out of work. A number of plas- 
ter molds and small counterfeit coins were 
found in the rooms in which the men were 
arrested. 

Announcement was made -last week by 
the directors of the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art that every effort would be made to 
place on exhibition next month the 4,100 
objects of art in the J. P. Morgan collec- 
tion bequeathed to the museum by the late 
financier. According to a statement made 
by Director Robinson, of the museum, the 
collection will be on public view by Feb- 
ruary at the latest. 

The personal property belonging to the 
estate of Isaac Kanis, a dealer in jewelry 
at 722 Columbus Ave., against whom an 
involuntary petition in bankruptcy has been 
filed, will be sold at auction on Thursday, 
the bankrupt. The assets, consisting of a 
general stock of jewelry and fixtures, were 
on inspection for two days prior to the sale 
at the premises of the bankrupt. Mr. 
Kanis’ liabilities were placed at $4,500, with 
nominal assets of $1,000. 

Herbert M. Condit, well known in the 
jewelry trade through having been secre- 
tary of the old Jewelers’ Board of Trade, 
and who for the last 11 years has been the 
secretary and treasurer of the Stationers’ 
and Publishers’ Board of Trade, has sev- 
ered his connection with the latter organ- 
ization. Mr. Condit has not yet decided on 
his future, but is considering the question 
of connecting with some large jewelry firm 
or stationery house as credit man. 

The eighth annual banquet of the 14- 
Karat Club of New York will be held Jan. 
17, 1914, at Murray’s, 42d St. and Broad- 
way. Final arrangements will be made at 
the next monthly meeting of the club, to 
be held at the Campus, 104th St. and Col- 
umbus Ave., Jan. 5. At this meeting wiil 
occur the annual election of officers. The 
members have decided to attend the Palace 
Theatre, and have reserved the Egyptian 
room at Murray’s for their banquet. The 
arrang ments are in charge of the execu- 
tive committee of the club. 

Charles I. Biederman, who said he was 
a jeweler residing at 3 Prospect Ave., 
Brooklyn, was struck by an automobile last 
Wednesday while riding a motor cycle to 
his home at the above address. Mr. Bieder- 
man was removed to St. Joseph’s hospital 
in a serious condition. The accident oc- 
curred at Central Ave., Far Rockaway, 
where Mr. Biederman has an establish- 
ment. The chauffeur of a machine, John 
Kelly, stopped his car, picked up Mr. 

3iederman and hastened him to the hos- 
pital. 

A voluntary petition in bankruptcy was 
filed last week in the United States Dis- 
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trict Court, Manhattan, by William F. 
Meyer, 1903 Barnes Ave., Bronx. The 
schedules show liabilities of $625, consist- 
ing of wmsecured claims, and no assets. 
Among the largest creditors are: Eagle 
Watch Case Co., $45; Royal Diamond & 
Watch Co., $11; City Sales Agency, $100, 
American Diamond Watch Co., $48; Hun- 
ter Watch Co., $30; Jacob Goldensen, $372, 
and Morris Herman, $19. William Allen 
has been appointed referee. 

The three sisters of the late Abram 
Straus, a Brooklyn jeweler, who died at 
his home in Manhattan recently, are con- 
testing his will before Surrogate Fowler in 
this city, the action having been startel 
recently. The estate is valued at $100,000. 
Mrs. Tillie Lewis and Mrs. Betsie Hart, 
sisters of Mr. Straus, each of whom re- 
ceived $5 from the estate of more than 
$100,000, began the action, together with 
Mrs. Hannah Rosenberg, another sister, 
who received nothing. Mrs. Bella Mil- 
hauser, sister, was made executrix and re- 
ceived about $100,000. 

Among the recent accessions at the Met- 
ropolitan Museum of Art are: Calendar 
watch, maker, J. M. Moilliet, English, 
early 18th century; five silver and 247 
brass-gilt watch cocks or brackets, Eng- 
lish or French, 17th and 18th centuries

century; three silver and 19 brass-gilt 
Buddhist ornaments, Japanese, 17th to 18th 
century; nine silver and four silver-gilt 
book mounts, Dutch, French or German, 
18th century (purchase); silver tankard 
and two silver cups, by Cary Dunn, Ameri- 
can, late 18th century (gift of Miss Marie 
L. Tillotson, through Edwin C. Kent). 

There was sold last week in Silo’s Fifth 
Ave. art galleries the art collection of 
Azeez Khayat, consisting of specimens of 
royal ancient art recently collected. The 
pieces disposed of were a blue, white and 
heliotrope, pear-shaped onyx glass bottle of 
the Roman period, from an excavation near 
Homs, Syria; a museum specimen of Phoe- 
nician glass, a bowl 5% inches in diameter, 
carved from a solid piece of yellow glass, 
finished on a wheel, and covered with sun- 
set and silvery iridescence. Among several 
other purchases were a two-handled urn of 
inlaid blue glass, with blue and opal iri- 
descence, and a group of Millefiori ani 
Egyptian crystal, and garnet necklaces of 
the 18th dynasty.

as the Toronto representative. The pre- 
sentation was made by “Billy” Green of the 
George L. Brown Co. on behalf of “the 
boys of the 15th floor.” Mr. Green ex- 
pressed regret at Mr. Logan’s departure 
and wished him success in his new terri- 
tory. The umbrella was suitably engraved 
with the following inscription, “Presented 
to C. S. Logan by the boys on the 15th 
floor.” Those who contributed to the pres- 
entation were George Southwick, Charles 
S. Newman, Charles Nickerson, Edward 
Michaels, Everet Ware, Myron P. Green, 
Harry Frank, Thomas E. Smith, William 
M. Green and Alfred Walker. 

George H. Steere, of the Payton & Kelley 
Co., jewelry manufacturers of Providence. 
R. I., had an exciting experience while in 
this city last week. Mr. Steere gave his 
cases containing his sample stock to a 
negro known as “George” to carry for 
him while making his visits on Maiden 
Lane. As Mr. Steere entered 37 Maiden 
Lane he suddenly missed the colored man. 
After an unsuccessful search for the car- 
rier Mr. Steere consulted with detectives, 
and men were immediately dispatched on 
the case. In the meantime “George” had 
been following another man, mistaking him 
for Mr. Steere. After the colored man dis- 
covered his mistake he immediately re- 
turned to the Maiden Lane Safe Deposit 
Vaults, 170 Broadway, at which place he 
was later found and given a chance to ex- 
plain his disappearance. Mr. Steere an 
the carrier then started out again. 

The Manufacturing Jewelers Board of 
Trade is recommending the acceptance of 
an offer of composition on a basis of 20 
per cent. cash made by Adolph Cohn, of 
this city. The affairs of Cohn have beea 
under investigation for several days past. 
An inventory taken by a committee ap- 
pointed to make an investigation shows 
assets consisting of stock on hand at cost 
$180, fixtures of $40, outstanding accounts 
about $900. The liabilities are approxi- 
mately $2,200. Investigation shows that 
the stock is in poor condition, and it 1s 
doubtful if it would realize over $100 at 
a forced sale. The fixtures would prob- 
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ably not bring over $20. The outstanding 
accounts are not considered all collectible, 
and it is believed that not over $700 could 
be realized thereon. The settlement of- 
fered by Mr. Cohn has been given care- 
ful consideration by the committee rep- 
resenting creditor members of the board, 
and they believe it is to the advantage of 
creditors to accept the settlement. 

An attorney representing the Harless- 
Schuiler Jewelry Co., Fort Worth, Tex., 
was in this city last week, and at a meet- 
ing of New York creditors, held at the 
offices of the National jewelers Board of 
Trade, offered a settlement at 27 cents on 
the dollar. This offer was made in view 
of the fact that the police authorities at 
Fort Worth and in neighboring cities were 
prosecuting the sporting fraternity, among 
the members of which were those who had 
outstanding accounts with the jewelry con- 
cern amounting to about $33,000, which at 
present cannot be collected. The offer 
was refused by the New York creditors 
since they believe that these outstanding 
accounts will eventually be worth a con- 
siderable sum if not their face value. The 
creditors demanded a settlement of 100 
cents on the dollar, payable 20 cents in cash 
and the balance in notes running 1&8 months 
or two years. The sum of $2,500 had al- 
ready been paid on an extension proposi- 
tion. The attorney returned to Fort Worth 
to take up the proposition as outlined by the 
creditors. 

A meeting of creditors of Eugene A. 
Kohut, who recently made an assignment 
for the benefit of creditors, was held at 
the office of Henry Lesser, 320 Broad- 
way, Tuesday of last week, at which time 
an offer of settlement was made. Henry 
S. Dottenheim, counsel for Mr. Kohut, 
made a cash offer of 25 cents on the dollar 
on behalf of his client and an alternative 
offer, that the creditors finance the busi- 
ness by taking preferred stock in a cor- 
poration to be formed, which business Mr. 
Kohut was to manage at a nominal salary, 
the plan being to gradually get the busi- 
ness on a paying basis again and eventual- 
ly pay the creditors 100 cents on the dol- 
lar. The liabilities are placed at $34,500, 
with nominal assets of $30,000. These in- 
cluding stock, debts due on open account 
and a small amount of cash. Mr. Dotten- 
heim explained to the creditors that Mr. 
Kohut’s present financial difficulties were 
due entirely to the lack of business, and 
that on a recent trip abroad he made no 
sales of any importance. When he re- 
turned from his European trip one of 
his creditors was insistent and pressing, 
and upon the advice of his attorney he de- 
cided to assign rather than carry on a 
losing business. Mr. Dottenheim explained 
that it would not have been practical to 
ask for an extension of credit under the 
circumstances. One of the principal cred- 
itors is Mr. Kohut’s brother-in-law, who 
holds a claim of $11,800. There were only 
a few of the smaller creditors present at 
the meeting, but some of these were not 
inclined to accept the cash offer or the 
alternative one, and it was finally decided 
to ask the opinion of the larger creditors, 
and the meeting was therefore adjourned 
without date until those creditors could 
be heard from.

TRADE CONDITIONS. 


Milwaukee jewelers say that the holiday business 
has been considerably larger in volume than last 
season and that the total trade exceeded earlie1 
anticipations. A general depression in most lines 
of business made itself manifest during November, 
and it was feared that the holiday jewelry trade 
would suffer as a result. Probably one of the rea- 
sons for the satisfactory trade which was expert- 
enced was the fact that jewelers realized that 
strenuous measures had to be taken and advertised 
more extensively than ever before. The newspapers 
were used liberally, while one enterprising house 
even turned to the billboards and launched an ex- 
tensive campaign along this line. The results have 
been more than satisfactory and have forcibly 
brought home to jewelers the value of consistent 
and thorough advertising preceding and during the 
holiday season. While the mild weather experi- 
enced all over Wisconsin proved a serious handicap 
to clothiers and business men in similar lines, it 
proved a boon to the jewelry trade, as conditions 
were such that people started shopping early and 
followed it up until Christmas. Underlying con- 
ditions in this section of the northwest seem to be 
satisfactory. Crops were good, money has been 
plentiful enough, and the only problem was to get 
people to spend it- Jewelers about the State 
seemed to have solved this problem in a very satis- 
factory manner this year. 


The regular December meeting and ban- 
quet of the Milwaukee Jewelers’ Club has 
been postponed, because of the fact that 
all the jewelers were so busy with their 
holiday business. 

George Fink, president of the Fink- 
Boszhardt Co., wholesale jewelry supply 
house, Enterprise building, has finished his 
last trip on the road for the present year 
and will remain in Milwaukee until after 
Jan. 1. 

Jack R. Hampel, head of J. R. Ham- 
pel & Co., engravers in the Enterprise 
building, reports the acquisition of several 
new pupils in his school for engravers. 
The plant of the Hampel company is 
working overtime. 

The plant of E. H. Warnke & Co., man- 
ufacturing jewelers, Enterprise building, 13 
now operating on day and night shifts in the 
effort to catch up with the usual rush of 
orders at this time of the year. The 
Warnke shop force has been increased. 

F. M. Bell, formerly well known travel- 
ing salesman for the Milwaukee Optical 
Mfg. Co., who recently recovered from a 
long illness, has opened optical parlors in 
Jacob Schowalter’s pharmacy at 851 Ra- 
cine St. The new venture is probably only 
temporary in nature, as Mr. Bell hopes to 
be able to return to his road duties with 
the optical manufacturing concern just as 
soon as his health is fully recovered. 

A meeting of the directors of the Wis- 
consin Retail Jewelers’ Association will be 
held in Milwaukee soon after the holidays, 
when several important matters will come 
up for discussion. It is expected that the 
required number of applications for insur- 
ance in the new Jewelers’ Mutual Fire In- 
surance Co., of Wisconsin, will have been 
received by that time and steps will be 
taken for the writing of insurance. 

The First Savings & Trust Co., which 
has been acting as trustee for the estate 
of the late Charles H. Veicht, who con- 
ducted a jewelry store at 602 Grand Ave., 
for many years, has sold the jewelry stock 
and fixtures to A. J. Weickers, who is now 
disposing of the stock at a special auction. 
It is understood that Mr. Weickers will 
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continue in the jewelry business at the 
Veicht stand. The First Savings & Trust 
Co. has had charge of the Veicht stock 
for several months, pending a settlement 
among the heirs of Charles H. Veicht. 

Milwaukee Jewelers are criticising May- 
or G. A. Bading for not ordering Cohen 
& Epstein to keep their Grand Ave. store 
closed, and for not presenting to the court 
the evidence secured by the jewelers in 
their campaign against the series of auc- 
tion sales, which this firm has been con- 
ducting for some time. Judge Eschweiler 
in the Circuit Court modified the tempo- 
rary injunction issued against the firm, 
holding that they might remain open for 
business, providing they employed a 
licensed auctioneer and conformed to the 
city laws. The jewelers brought up several 
instances of alleged “fake” sales made by 
the firm in question. 

Local jewelers are among the busi- 
ness men who are especially hard hit by 
the policy recently inaugurated by the pres- 
ent city administration of assessing prop- 
erty at practicaily full value. Jewelers, of 
course, generally have a large and expen- 
sive stock on hand and the result is that 
most of them are being burdened with 
seemingly excessive taxes. Added to their 
troubles, the Wisconsin State tax is much 
greater this year, resulting in an increased 
rate of $2.33 per thousand. Jewelers, to- 
gether with most business men, feel that it 
would be sufficient if they were taxed on 
their business income. Wisconsin has a 
new State income tax and it was under- 
stood that when this was placed in opera- 
tion that the personal and real property 
taxes would be decreased, but this has not 
been done. Most of the leading downtown 
jewelers will pay their property taxes 
under protest this year. 

Jewelers of Madison, the capital city of 
Wisconsin, have expressed themselves as 
heartily opposed to the sale of cheap jew- 
elry at “fake” auctions and at a recent 
meeting, held at the Woman’s building, 
discussed this question. Charles Ander- 
son, of the firm of Gilbertson & Anderson, 
124 State St., who is secretary of the or- 
ganization of Madison jewelers, said that 
the members were keeping a close watch 
on a certain dealer in Madison, who con- 
ducted an auction some time ago and that 
this sort of thing would be prohibited in 
the future. The Wisconsin State law al- 
lows the various municipalities to pass or- 
dinances, regulating or prohibiting auction 
sales and most of the cities of the State 
have placed such ordinances on_ their 
statute books. The Milwaukee ordinance 
is not effective enough, as it requires the 
payment of a license fee of only $150 by 
a firm or individual for the privilege of 
conducting an auction sale for an entire 
year if so desired. This light fee is noth- 
ing for the average jewelry concern which 
wishes to conduct a series of these auction 
sales and the legitimate jewelers of Mil- 
waukee will be unable to do much to pre- 
vent such sales unti! a new ordinance, reg- 
ulating transient merchants is placed on 
the statute books.

Samuel Harris, who recently opened a 
new shop in the Oxford Hotel, Woodward 
Ave. and Larned St., has acquired the lease 
of the hotel and will expand his store to 
occupy the greater part of the ground floor 
on the Woodward Ave. frontage. This will 
give him a very desirable location indeed. 
Extensive alterations are already in prog- 
ress, and Mr. Harris will soon have a store 
double the size of that with which he orig- 
inally started, while a further expansion 
will be made later. He has also ordered a 
novel sign to extend from the front of his 
shop, the striking feature being a diamond 
in electric lights, the central diamond being 
six feet in height and having an arrange- 
ment by which it will be made to flash. 
Both windows of the front of the shop 
were broken in last week, but the thieves 
were evidently frightened away before they 
could steal anything. The window smash- 
ings have been so frequent this season as 
to cause the insurance companies to take 
action, and one retailer now has a guard on 
duty to protect his show windows. 

The Common Council of the city of Sagi- 
naw adopted a resolution last week to stop 
the auction sale of jewelry of Victor C. 
Morse, 111 S. Jefferson Ave., that city. 
This was the result of a vigorous protest 
made by the Retail Jewelers’ Club of that 
city. A number of jewelers were present 
at the council meeting, and Donald W. 
Martin, secretary of the local club and vice- 
president of the State organization, made a 
statement in which he outlined the facts 
upon which action was based. Permission 
was originally granted Mr. Morse to sell 
out his stock, and T. J. Faucett was allowed 
to take out an auctioneer’s license. It was 
represented that Mr. Morse was retiring 
on account of his health, which statement 
is not disputed. The protest was due to 
allegations that Mr. Faucett was importing 
goods of inferior grade and selling these 
goods along with the Morse stock. The 
proof seemed to satisfy the Aldermen of 
the city, and so the permit was rescinded, 
as was also the auctioneer license of Mr. 
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Faucett, and the fee of the latter was or- 
dered returned to him. There was some 
question as to whether or not Mr. Morse 
or Mr. Faucett could recover damages 
from the city, but the formal opinion given 
by the corporation counsel was that the 
Common Council had the same right to re- 
voke as to grant permission and that no 
damages could be recovered. The chief of 
police was then ordered to stop the sale.

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The Work of the Designer and the Elements of Design. 


Address of Frank Alvah Parsons, before the Design Registration Association, Held in the 
Hotel Astor, New York, Nov. 21. 

















HE highest conception in the minds of 

most of the people with whom I deal 

as to what art and cesign really is makes 

‘me feel like asking you for five minutes 

of the 15 allotted to me to tell you what 
from my experience I believe it is. 

The quality of harmony in any relation- 
ship is its art. When a thing fulfils posi- 
tively that for which it exists it has half 
of its art quality present in it. When it 
appeals to man’s aesthetic sense as beauti- 
ful it has the other half of what art is in 
it. When men see that art is not mate- 
rial, that it is not a picture or a drawing, 
an old master, his bones, his carcass, nor 
his works, but is the quality which per- 
vades the product of his works, then they 
will be able to understand how important 
it is that we control, or direct at least, the 
use which is made of the art quality in our 
products. 

Design I consider to be that phase of art 
expression which is the selection and the 
arrangement of material in any field to 
adequately express an idea. When I put 
together stones and build the facades of a 
house I may be able to build one that 
shall resist the rain and the hail and the 
wind, but I may not build one that will 
give joy through its looks to any man. I 
may build one that will give joy through 
its appearance and will not keep out the 
rain, the hail and the wind. And that is 
the kind of art most people are thinking 
about—the kind that does give pleasure, 
but doesn’t deliver the goods. 

In the second place, then, design implies 
at least two sets of human faculties. A 
man who is intensely intellectual may be 
an inventor, but he is not a des’zner. A 
man who is so aesthetic that ue may fall 
to pieces in moving may not be a designer. 
Men must, besides being emotional, be 
somewhat intellectual. Whether he cre- 
ates in the field of the drama, of music, 
of literature, or street car ads, out-of-door 
billboards, letterheads or frock coats, he 
needs at least two sets of faculties. I be- 
speak for design the respect of the Ameri- 
can people in that it requires not wholly 
an emotional feeling, but an intellectual 
conception, and it is worth consideration 
for that reason. 

There are two conditions, then, to be 
satisfied in any design, namely, the con- 
dition of perfect fitness or adaptation to 
tell the story or to do the work, or to tell 
the story and do the work. In whatever 
field man works in design he expresses 
an idea of the function in what he does, 
or else it is a bad design. [| will illustrate. 
A carpet floral in its nature clustered with 
full-blown roses is not a fit thing for man 
to walk upon. A chair so carved that a 
man may not lean back in it without 


scratching his back or sticking to it or 
pricking his back with the carving, may 
be heautiful indeed as an example of the 
Italian Renaissance, but it is a farce so far 
as a design for a chair is concerned. (Ap- 
plause.) Ifa man could see that in what- 


ever field he works there is a use for 
design that lays an opportunity for crea- 
tion in that field, we should have a basis 
upon which to work. The old type of de- 
sign, which constructed spats of color and 
form, and most always the human form, is 
gone, and the intellectual quality of realiz- 
ing that a design is, first of all, a useful 
thing in the world has come. 

And that is what you want to know here 
in your convention to-day if you are to 
make use of your material. When we used 
to teach design by taking the pyramids of 
Egypt and carving the busts of Ramesis I. 
to XIV., and Cleopatra, and putting it all 
together and calling it art, we had a dif- 
ferent conception from that which obtains 
now in the creation of design. Things 
were personal then. Now they are imper- 
sonal and more intellectual in this field. 
True, a design which is hideous although 
original, one which butts against or grates 
on the better sense, the finer sensibilities 
of men, is not a good design, although it 
fulfils its function perfectly as a selling 
agent, as an attention drawing agent, as 
an advertisement, as matter of interest to 
the people who see it. It lacks vitality, 
its vital function, if it does not please, 
feed and satisfy the aesthetic sense of 
man, for it is as natural for man to desire 
beauty as it is to desire food. I should 
say a spiritual appetite for beauty is inher- 
ent in every human being, and the only 
reason that every human being does not 
have it is because he does not know it 
when he sees it. What one man believes 
to be beautiful another man knows to be 
ugly. Just as you know positively that 
this room is hot and [| think it is cold, or 
I think it is warm because I am working 
and you think it is cold because you are 
not. Whenever you know a criterion of 
beauty you will know it in the terms of 
harmony throughout. There is no other 
criterion. Harmony first, in the function; 
harmony second, in the expression. That 
is, every detail of part which is put to- 
gether to make this expression must be in 
harmony with the idea, and each part in 
harmony with each other. 

Design, then, being intellectual and emo- 
tional, takes in pretty nearly all man’s 
faculties that he has to spare, and is there- 
fore of some importance if he has some 
strength in those faculties and uses them 
with some discretion, as I think you will 
allow. 

A designer, then, is due consideration 
because he must, first of all, have a mind 
in which comparative judgment is active 
every second. He must, secondly, have an 
emotional aesthetic nature which sees re- 
lationships intuitively quicker than light- 
ning passes through the air, because when 
a designer does not see intuitive relation- 
ships he is a “fake” as a true designer. Just 
as most of your portrait painters are 
“fakes” as painters, just as much as your 
actors and actresses, so far as acting is con- 
cerned. There will be no clear understand- 
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ing of the value of the work you are doing 
to-day until you shall also see the impor- 
tance of the esthetic element and the mat- 
ter of judgment in a designer’s make-up. 

Art being required to produce harmony 
is a matter of habit. It is a mind condi- 
tion first. Do you expect to create design- 
ers in America until you change your bill- 
boards—your Merchants’ Association and 
all your other associations? Do you ex- 
pect that designers can grow if they walk 
on Broadway in the evening? Had you 
suspected that you could enter the ordinary 
theater and breed a designer in the next 
generation? Have you thought of the do- 
mestic textiles and the carpets, the colors 
that are chosen with only one thought in 
mind: Will people take them? Can [ get 
people to take them? Not what will they 
be, but what will they do to the next gen- 
eration? You have boards of _ health; 
sometimes they have people who suppress 
noises in cities, and do other things. You 
will find that over 40 per cent. of the im- 
pressions that man takes into his _ con- 
sciousness during life go in through his 
eye; 40 per cent. of all that I am, except 
what my ancestors gave me, and that most 
of you wish you hadn’t—40 per cent. of 
all | am is what I get through my eye. A 
design is the facade of a building; it is 
the layout of a city; it is the display; it is 
the advertisements in the streets, the street 
car advertising, it is the city close to you; 
it is the way you cut your hair and shave 
your face; it is everything else in which 
things work together to make a united 
whole. 

Now I bespeak for the designer consid- 
eration, because design is the general term 
including the ability to select wisely things 
and to combine things effectively after they 
are selected in whatever field under heaven 
it is done. 

I ask your consideration because you 
know psychologically if a man is trained 
in one field to select with care he at least 
paves the way for selection in another 
field. He is forming the habit of develop- 
ing the very qualities that make for design, 
and design is creation in any field what- 
soever. One other thought: One speaker 
spoke of cribbing the designs of any coun- 
try. Now I want to explain that to you 
a bit. It is as impossible to crib a design 
as it would be to crib a countenance. It is 
just as easy for me to put your face on me 
as to put a design of yours out in my 
name. A clever person can tell on sight 
a cribbed design. There is something 
about a good design which you cannot crib, 
but because people don’t know the most 
vital thing in this country after establish- 
ment of the truth of what design is, if 
the establishment of the fact that when a 
man has ‘created a thing in design it is 
that man. In order words, I must put 
out in a design my own individual self. It 
I take a Jacobean chair—well, you know 
what this one is (picking up one of the 
chairs in the hall), a Louis XV. or a Louis 
XVI. chair like this; if I take this chair 
and attempt to put it out exactly as it is it 
will look what it is; when it is done it 
won’t look exactly like the original. Did 
you ever see a copied thing that looked

exactly like another? The person who 
tells you that you cannot tell them apart 
does not know what he is talking about. 
True, they are similar in that they are 
each made out of wood, and they seem to 
be made in the same proportion, but the 
little point of the making of the orna- 
ment, the placing of it, the excellencies in 
the one are what really count, and they 
are not there in the other. That is the 
aesthetic side of the designer. 

No, my friends, you cannot crib another 
man’s culture. You cannot crib his intel- 
lect. You cannot crib his aesthetic emo- 
tional self. But you can damn him by 
copying what he does; you caj: damn him 
half-heartedly in any field. You can damn 
the future of the country. You can de- 
stroy the power of your country: to export 
into any other’ country anything except 
canned beef and cotton, and they won't 
take the canned beef now. You cannot 
possibly develop in this country in regard 
to design; you cannot develop the head 
and the heart to make a design until you 
see that. 

Now for this side of art work I bespeak 
your respect. Art is no longer a fad. It 
is a quality of human intelligence; the 
quality is harmony in the relation, rela- 
tions in usefulness and relations in beauty 
coming out of one as he has them in him, 
and you cannot put anything out of you 
that you have not in you, and whatever is 
in you will come out. If I am endowed 
with an intellect and an emotional nature 
I am entitled to perform in my realm of 
creative genius then [ am entitled to pro- 
tection for my creation, because it is my 
creation, and consequently because it is an 
asset of the world, the community and 
myself. 








Old Majolica Brings High Prices. 


HE high favor that old majolica ware 

is held in by connoisseurs was exem- 

plified recently, when the collection of 

Adolph von Becheroth brought a total of 

$135,000 at two days’ sale, in Berlin in 

November. On this page is an illustration 
of some of the interesting pieces. 

The sum of $1,950 was paid for a plaque 
executed by Gubbio in the 17th century. 
Leafage in unusually brilliant colors forms 
the decoration. The same purchaser ac- 
quired a plaque with a delicate border or- 
namentation and royal insignia in the center, 
dating from the 16th century, for $2,475. 
Another 16th century plaque of great 
beauty, the work of Giorgio Andreoli, 
brought $1,250. It represents the death of 
a Persian king before his palace, protected 
only by his faithful wife while armed ene- 
mies surround them. 

A jar from the early part of the 17th 
century, showing a symmetrical palm leaf 
design, brought $925; another, with the 
profile of a beautiful girl, $700. 

Two deep bowls, one showing peacock 
groups and the other depicting Hercules 
struggling with the lions, were knocked 


down for $650 and $685, respectively, while 
two vases, decorated with fantastic and 
grotesque wreaths, fetched $825 and $750. 

Other members of the collection brought 


equally good prices, the bidding being spir- 
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ences of the modern cravat operating 
against the scarfpin—namely, costly fabrics 
injured thereby and knitted ties of unsuit- 
able texture. If there were no counter- 
acting influence, the result would be a fall-

ited at all times, and showing the anxiety 
to possess good specimens of this ware. 








The Scarfpin and the Cravat. 


HE readers of this journal are not par- 
ticularly interested in the cravat, ex- 
cept in so far as it may react upon the 
scarfpin and its sales. Of late there have 
been such influences, both positive and neg- 
ative. As these influences have counter- 
acted one another, the volume of scarfpin 
sales remains about the same. 

A while ago certain fashion notes stated 
that the scarfpin was no longer good form 
—that the best dressed men dispensed with 
it. And it is a fact that one often saw 
gentlemen without it. It is suspected, how- 
ever, that if there was any change in the 
use of the scarfpin it was due to othet 
causes than fashion. Man is more con- 
ventionable than fashionable in his attire; 
the variation of style are slight. If one 
refrained from inserting the accustomed 
scarfpin it was probably due either to the 
excellence or the toughness of the fabric 
in the cravat. That is a practical expla- 
nation. If the fabric were of superior 
richness and beauty, as it often is in the 
modern cravat, a man might naturally hesi- 
tate before punching a hole in it. The 
threads are necessarily twisted or cut; and 
after the pin has been inserted a few times 
a blemish appears. Young men, who put 
on most of the style, are heard to say that 
they use no scarfpin with their finest and 
most expensive cravats. 

The knitted style has been more or less 
in evidence of late, and this has had some 
influence, too. In these cravats the stitches 
are generally either too tight or too loose. 
If too loose they will not hold the pin, 
which rapidly works its way up in the 
world, as if endeavoring to tickle the 
wearer under the chin. If the cravat is 
knitted too tightly, on the other hand, it 
is almost impossible to drive a pin through 
it without the use of a hammer. For one 
or other of these reasons a good many 
men wearing knitted cravats do not use a 
scaripin with them. 

Now we have briefly noted two influ- 


ing off in the sale of scarfpins. The writer 
had curiosity enough to make some in- 
quiries in the trade as to whether such a 
result had been produced. It was a trifle 
surprising to find that scarfpins continued 
to sell quite as well as usual. The influ- 
ences referred to were admitted, but an- 
other tendency had arisen which was favor- 
able to scarfpins. There was a different 
point of view. So the average was main- 
tained. 

The counter-influence is the growing 
tendency to have scarfpin match cravat, so 
that it becomes necessary to have pins of 
different colors. It is in line with the 
practise of women to select jewelry in har- 
mony with their gowns. A man is no 
longer content with one scarfpin for all 
occasions; he is more likely to have half 
a dozen. If the tie is red he may wear a 
garnet; if brown a topaz; if green a jade 
pin, and so on. There are a number of 
semi-precious stones, as well as precious 
ones, that lend themselves admirably to 
such color harmony. Such use renders the 
pin less conspicuous, perhaps, but more 
pleasing in its effect. Men appreciate this. 
Consequently we witness this paradox— 
that, though they wear scarfpins less, they 
buy more of them than ever.

Modern Showcard Writing.

HAT the showcard is one of the most 
important advertising features con- 
nected with the retail store is fastly be- 
coming recognized by the progressive mer- 
chant of to-day. When well done it brings

many a customer inside the doors and from 
display to display where a neat, attractive 
pricecard is the silent salesman. The card 
that is dashed off by the clerk behind the 
counter may be artistic and possess other 
merit if the clerk happens to be a genius. 
And if he is a genius he should come from 
behind the counter as speedily as possible 
and take up card writing as a profession. 
It will prove far more valuable than 
clerking. 

The steady advance in salaries of card 
writers during the past few years shows 
that good men are getting into the field, 
and still better salaries may be expected 





when card writers in general come to re- 
spect the dignity of their calling. To-day 
many men are just beginning this profes- 
sion and have a greater chance for rapid 
advancement than those of some years 
back, who had to put up with almost anv 
kind of tools and material to work with,

due to the fact that manufacturers and 
dealers of supplies fully realize the impor- 
tance of this side of the successful ad- 
vertising department and have _ spared 
neither time nor money to make the best 
equipment this art demands. 

In this lesson on brush lettering we show 
a new alphabet, known among card writers 
as single-stroke italic. This alphabet is 
very easy to master and is much in demand 
when a plain, neat, quick card is wanted. 
It is exceptionally easy for the beginner 
to master. 

It is made in a single stroke, simply a 
guide line at top and bottom to give the 


proper spacing to the letters. Illustrations 
G and H show the proper position in which 
the brush should be held. Always work 
out the brush on an artist’s pallette or piece 
of scrap cardboard to a sharp chisel edge, 
being careful not: to have too much paint 
in the brush. If you do not, you will al- 
ways have a smeared letter and one that 
will not have the clean-cut edge. Use 
water-color paint for showcard lettering, 
using plenty of water to thin the paint. It 
is best to have a small cup of water along- 
side of your paint jar. First dip into paint, 
and then water, and thin to the desired con- 
sistency.

Most everyone knows that the primary 
colors are red, yellow and blue, and with 
these three colors you can make mostly 
any color desired. To produce the pale 
shades use white, and black for the deeper 
shades. Below is a chart for the mixing of 
colors. Use the greater portion of the first 
named to produce the latter. 

White and black make gray. 
White, yellow and red make flesh. 
Blue and red make violet. 

Red, yellow and black make tan. 
Yellow and black make olive-green. 
White and yellow make cream.

Increase in the Registration of Trade-Marks. 





CCORDING to a recent writer, there 
were 5,020 new trade-marks registered 

in 1912 and more than 12,000 are pending. 
One-half of the existing trade-marks were 
registered within the past five years. From 
this it may be inferred how difficult it is 
going to be five or 10 years from now for 
the manufacturer who does not very soon 
set about obtaining a proper identification 
for his goods. It is stated by the author of 
“Selling Forces” that from 15 to 20 per

cent. of all applications for trade-marks 
are rejected for some reason or other. 
They may duplicate names already regis- 
tered; they may use deseriptive terms 
which none has a right to monopolize; 
they may use geographical names or names 
of living celebrities under wrong condi- 
tions, and in these respects the law of 
trade-marking is so complex that the wise 
course is always to consult the advertis- 
ing agent or the lawyer. 

An illustration of the need of care is 
found in the experience of the New Haven 
Clock Co. when its firm first brought out its 
“tattoo” alarm. It may be a mistake of 
popularizing the word “intermittent,” which 
cannot be registered because it is descrip- 
tive, with the result that competitors were 
able to cash in heavily on the idea and 
the advertising of this new feature. 








Punitive damages are held, in Lampert 
vs. Judge & D. Drug Co. (Mo.), 37 L. R. A. 
(N. S.), 533, to be properly allowed for 
the infringement of a trade-mark, although 
the actual damages are only nominal.

Making the Most of the Engraving De- 
partment. 
667M HERE has been a great deal of dis- 
cussion about free engraving, but any 
jeweler who does not get his price has him- 
self to blame,” said an engraver. “New styles 
of monograms are frequently originated, 
and the jeweler should get a good price fo. 
these. When wedding stationery is being 
purchased there is seldom any dickering 
about price when something desirable is re- 
quired. 

“The fastidious buyer of an_ original 
monogram, a distinctive crest or a coat-of- 
arms is willing to pay the price. When a 
society woman wishes high-class stationery 
she is not going to haggle very long over 
the cost if the stationery appeals to her. 

“Jewelers particularly complain about the 
great amount of work they have to do 
without charge during the holiday season, 
but a little educational work by them will 
soon show the public that work cannot be 
done for nothing. The average man or 
woman to-day is well informed and fully 
understands the cost of labor. One jeweler 
meets the situation by asking customers 
who requested free engraving if they think 
it fair to pay the engraver less than a liv- 
ing wage, which would have to be done if 
engraving were not charged for. This usu- 
ally appeals to the customer and he makes 
no further request for free work. Custom- 
ers are also shown that free work cannot 
be the most desirable, because unpaid-for 
labor cannot produce fine, intricate mono- 
grams, first-class block lettering, etc., etc. 

“Anyone about to present a gift will sure- 
ly not want slipshod methods of engraving, 
but will be willing to pay a little extra for 
more artistic lettering. Retail jewelers can 
make the stationery department a profitable 
side line by a little enterprising advertising 
at the proper time; that is, during the wed- 
ding seasons—at Easter, Christmastime, etc. 

“It is true that there are many people of 
wealth who nevertheless use cheap station- 
ery. It is up to the dealer to convert these 
to the use of the better grades. There is 
nothing more effective for this purpose 
than comparison. The book of stationery 
samples should be perfectly clean and ex- 
amples of rich, dignified cards, letterheads, 
etc., should be shown to those persons who 
have been in the habit of using inferior sta- 
tionery. It is quite certain that when they 
see the difference they will really feel 
ashamed of ever having used the cheap 
grade of stock which they had been in the 
habit of sending out. 

“The storekeeper should explain to the 
customer that it is just as bad to use un- 
attractive letterheads as it is to wear ill- 
fitting clothes. When it is understood by 
these persons that the recipients of letters 
judge the writer largely by his stationery, 
they will be apt to use better taste and 
spend more money for the higher grades 


of workmanship and stock. 
“The jeweler should remember, too, that 


every precaution must be used by him to 
see that he gets the best results from his 
printer, in case he sends the work out. He 
will not get goo results unless he follows 
up the work diligently. Accurate and mi- 
nute instructions must be given to the 
printer of stationery in order to avoid dis- 
satisfaction. Do not leave everything to 
the printer and expect to get satisfactory 
results, because the printer’s idea will not 
always agree with yours nor with those of 
your customer. 

“You are the man who is responsible. 
You will be held by the customer, so it is 
entirely up to you.” 

A Wedding Window. 

A very attractive window display was 
recently made by Willis & Percy, Mo- 
bile, Ala. On the floor of the window 
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card, which the recipient can tear off and 
return. It bears this text: 

“Do you wish a copy of the ‘Date Find- 
er?’ 

“Do you wish booklet, entitled ‘Watches 
and Their Care,’ to be mailed you whea 
ready? 

“Have you any Watches, Clocks or other 
Repairs you wish attended to now; and, if 
so, when do you want them called for?” 

Separate lines were allowed for the 
name, address and phone number. At the 
left of the card is the following text: “We 
urge automobile owners to have their car 
clocks regularly attended to, as the inces- 
sant vibration while the car is running has 
a tendency to rapidly produce conditions 
in the timepiece very detrimental to good 
timekeeping. Railroad watches adjusted 
and timed to absolute precision.” 

Mr. Jenkins has made a specialty of re- 
pairing complicated clocks and watches of 
all kinds and calls attention to this force- 
fully in the following paragraph: “The 
work of repairing and putting a watch into 
FACTORY SHAPE is not an easy job 
by any means, It calls for thorough knowl-

Some Curiosities in Advertising. 

HIS number of THe JEWELERS’ Cir- 
CULAR is issued on the day before 

Christmas, too late to be serviceable in 
advertising suggestions to the jeweler 
whose every minute is now engaged in 
selling-talk across the counter. On the 
morrow the strain will be over; on the 
morrow the jeweler may fitly demand, 
“After labor, refreshment.” My article, 
therefore, shall not attempt to instruct, but 
simply to entertain; and here’s hoping that 
the reading of it on “the day after The 
Day” may help relax many a mind that 
has been under high strain and so con- 
tribute to the Merry Christmas which [ 
fervently wish to every reader who has 
greeted this page throughout the year. 

. %* * * * * * * 

While the practise of advertising in some 
form or other dates back to the birth of 
the commercial spirit, which is nearly as 
old’ as civilization itself, the first printed 
advertisement is found in a “news-book” 
published in Germany in 1591, the only ex- 
isting copy of which is in the British Mu- 
seum. It was written half in prose and 
half in verse, and “puffed” a contemporary 
writer—who presumably paid for his own 
praise. In a little while “this new-fangled 
and curious pretension” (as an essayist of 
the time called it) spread to England; and 
the most interesting feature of an old Eng- 
lish newspaper of 1657 which I saw at the 
World’s Fair was the singular advertising 
displayed therein. It consisted largely of 
quack doctors’ cards, cock-fights, “love 
philtres,” fortune-tellers’ cards and rewards 
for runaway apprentices. 

In the early American newspapers matri- 
monial advertisements were plentiful; and 
it is refreshing to note the candor with 
which the arvertiser tabulated his or her 
personal charms. They were invariably 
handsome, sweet-tempered and entirely de- 
sirable in every way. Sometimes we find 
an exception to the general desire, as wit- 
ness this: 

WantED—A really plain but experi- 
enced and efficient governess for my 
daughter, aged 14. Brilliancy of 
conversation, fascination of manner 
and symmetry of form objected to, 
as the father is much at home and 
there are three grown-up sons. 


And this: 


A YOUNG GENTLEMAN on the point of 
being married is desirous of meeting 
a man of experience who will dis- 
suade him from such a step. 


In the Essex, Mass., Gazette of Sept. 17, 
1771, I find this singular announcement: 


Ran Away from Josiah Woodbury, 
Moll, his wife, a House Plague for 
7 long years, alias Trial of Ven- 
geance. He that lost her will never 
seek her; he that will keep her I will 
give two bushels of beans. [ fore- 
warn all persons from trusting said 
Trial of Vengeance. I have hove all 
the old shoes [ can find for joy at my 
good riddance of bad rubbish. Amen. 


On this page I have frequently warned 
against the danger of overpraise of your 
goods; but the earlier advertisers seemed 
to trust entirely to their resources of a 
gorgeous vocabulary and used all the lauda- 
tory adjectives in the language. Here is a 
line from an advertisement of a country 
property in England: “The only drawback 
is the litter of roseleaves and the noise of 
the nightingales.” 

An advertisement in the Paris Figaro 
suggests a new field for teachers: 


WantTED—A professor to come twice 
a week to the house of a noble fam- 
ily in order to correct the pronuncia- 
tion of a pet parrot. 


| think you will agree that the inscription 
on a tombstone is about the very last place 
to look for an advertisement; yet on a 
headstone in a cemetery in Gatesborough is 
found this businesslike deliverance: 


Here lies 
Jeremy Jobbins, 
an affectionate husband 
and tender parent. 
His disconsolate widow, 
in the hope of a better meeting, 
continues to carry on 
the long-established 
Tripe and Trotter business 
at the same place as before her late 
bereavement. 
Reader, pause and notice the address. 


, 


Indeed, “the fitness of things” is not al- 
ways delicately observed by the eager ad- 
vertiser. A Pennsylvania grocer posted on 
one post of a cemetery gate this uncanny 
greeting to the mourners who there came 
and went: “I have Port Wine in stock 
that is pure as the tears that fall on the 
graves of loved ones”; and on the other 
post, “Use Blank’s Bottled Ale if you 
would keep out of here.” An Illinois un- 
dertaker sent out to feeble and failing folk 
a circular as follows: “Having positive 
proof that you are rapidly approaching 
Death’s gate, I have thought you might be 
pleased to know that I carry a line of fine 
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coffins, and hope you will signify to your 
friends a wish for the purchase of your 
burial outfit here.” Could anything be 
more ghastly, more hopelessly unproduc- 
tive? 

Some of the blunders in advertising are 
very remarkable. Many of these are merely 
violations of the rules of English compo- 
sition. The announcement in an English 
trade journal of “keyless ladies’ gold 
watches” is an echo of the traditional 
“green lady’s parasol” and the “brown gen- 
tleman’s suit.” J] notice in the Lost and 
Found column, “Lost—A cameo. brooch, 
representing Venus and Adonis on the 
Grandview road about 10. o’clock last 
Thursday night.” A comma after Adonis 
would at least have made the statement 
more acceptable to Anthony ‘Comstock. 
Other familiar twists of language are the 
“For Sale—A Knabe piano, the property of 
a lady about to travel with carved legs” 
and “A young man to look after a horse 
of the Methodist persuasion.” 

Note the results of careless writing in 
these: 

“For Sale—A beautiful bay horse suit- 
able for a lady with a switch tail.” 

“Wanted—A girl to cook who will make 
a good roast and stew well.” 

“To Let—A cottage containing eight 
rooms and an acre of ground.” 

“Stolen—A small lady’s watch with white 
face; also two ivory young ladies’ work- 
boxes and a wallet belonging to a gentle- 
man made of calfskin.” 


“A respectable young woman wants 
washing.” 

(Farmer’s sign in a field.) “If any man’s 
or woman’s cow or bull gits in these oats, 
his or her tail will be cut off.” 

“A shabby hat or rusty shoes do not im- 
prove a man’s appearance. | keep a fine 
line of both.” 

“Why go elsewhere to be swindled? Step 
right in here.” (A comma after “else- 
where” would have made all the difference 
in the world.) 

The number of advertising hoaxes is 
legion. They range through the whole va- 
riety of deception, from minor befoolment 
to major swindle. Of the latter, the great- 
est was the bottle trick, which appeared in 
the London newspapers in January, 1749; 
my space forbids the telling about it. Of 
the former, the petty swindle of the genius 
who advertised to send a book, “Advice to 
Those About to Marry,” for 50 cents, was 
the cleverest. He sent a piece of paper 
folded into four pages, size of a postage 
stamp, as.the “book,” with the single word 
Don’t written inside. Such humbuggery is 
now made impossible by the postal laws. 

Finally, the greatest curiosity that I have 
come across, in a wide study of the history 
of advertising, is the swinging sign of one 
Roger Giles, of Falmouth, England, who 
lived in 1722. He was a veritable Jack-ot- 
all-trades and a complete department store 
in his own person. 1 should like to know 
how many of the things he did wel! of the 
prodigiously many he attempted, and how 
much variety of goods he carried in each 
of his multitudinous lines. Following is a 
copy of the inscription on his curiously 
carved old sign, which was still swinging 
within a score of years ago. I have cor- 
rected the spelling of some of the words to 
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Retail Advertising Department.

law unto himself” in matters orthographical. 
RoGerR GILES 
Surgin, Parish Clerk, Skulemaster, 
Grocer and Undertaker. 
Respectably informs ladys and gen- 
tlemens that he draws teeth without 
wating a minit, applies leeches, blisters 
on the lowest terms and phisix for a 
penny each. He sells Godfather’s cor- 
dial, cuts corns and bunyons, doctors 
horses, clips donkies once a month, and 
looks after anybodys nails by the year. 
Jewsharps, penny wistles, brass candel- 
sticks, frying pans and other musickal 
instruments. Young ladys and gentle- 
mens lern their grammer and langwige 
in the purtiest manner, also they are 
taught morrels and spellin; also salm- 
singing, teaching the bass viol, and all 
other sorts of fancy work, country 
dances taught to perfecsion. Perfum- 
mery and snuff in all its branches. As 
times is cruel bad I begs to tell you that 
I will sell all sorts of stationery ware, 
cocks, hens, pigs and all other kinds of 
poultry, blackin-brushes, herring, coal, 
treacle, godly books and bibles, mice- 
traps, moral pockethandkerchiefs, chairs 
and all other kinds of sweetmeats, in- 
cluding taters, sassages and other gar- 
den stuff, tobaccy, lamp oil, tee kettles, 
hair oil and other intoxikaten likkers, 
a deal of fruit, songs, buckits, grinding 
stones, corn, bunyon salve and all other 
hardware. I have lade in a stock of 
tripe, dog meet, lollipops. ginger beer, 
matches and other pickles, such as 
epsom salts, oisters, and soap. Old 
rags bought and sold here, new lade 
eggs, singin birds kept, such as owls, 
donkies, peacox, lobsters and beeswax. 
I teaches geography, rithmetic, jim- 

nastics, and other chinees tricks. 








I should go a long way to meet Roger 
Giles if he were living to-day. I think it 
would be worth while.

Museum of Art, New York. 














7 September Bulletin of the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art publishes an 
interesting article on articles obtained from 
the excavations of the Oxford Expedition 
in Nubia. The writer says in part: 

“The Nubian objects just acquired by 


patterns consist of hatched rectangles and 

geometrical figures (Fig. 3, page 113). This 

class of pottery has been found commonly 

elsewhere in Nubia but only once in Egypt.

“The typical ‘C’ group pots are of two 
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the Museum were found at Faras, about 
25 miles north of the Second Cataract. 
They illustrate the characteristic remains 
of three of the chronological periods which 
were defined in the course of the Govern- 
ment excavations further north. First, we 
have a considerable representation of the 
contents of a single grave of the ‘A’ group 
(Early Dynastic), having received 21 out 
of at least 44 objects which this one burial 
comprised. Figs. 1 and 3 show some of 
the pots from this tomb group. All are 
hand-made and hand-burnished and dis- 
play a feeling for form and a care in the 
making which render them delightful ob- 
jects as compared with the degenerate types 
of pottery which were being produced in 
Egypt at this time. 

“They are comparable rather to the late 
prehistoric Egyptian pottery, the retard- 
ation of Nubian industries, as compared 
with those of Egypt, where stone vessels 
had superseded the better grades of pot- 
tery, being already evident. The two large 
vessels were for the storage of food and 
one has pot-marks on it—a rude representa- 
tion of an oryx and a geometrical figure. 
Such scratchings are well known on early 
Egyptian pottery and were perhaps marks 
of ownership. The vessel having the pot- 
marks (on the left in Fig. 1) is in form, 
material and technic thoroughly Egyptian 
in character. On the other hand, the tomb 
contained some vessels of fine black clay 
having thin walls, a highly reflecting black 
surface within, and a red polished surface 
decorated with red patterns without; the

classes—thick-walled, gray, black, or red- 
dish vessels, chiefly bowls, of soft clay 
with incised decoration in linear patterns, 
the incisions being often filled with chalk, 
and pots of somewhat better clay and 
greater variety of form, black-polished in- 


and indeed it is reported that to this day 
in Nubia, red black-topped pots are made 
which are hardly distinguishable from those 
of the prehistoric age. This class of pot- 
tery is often highly artistic, the red being. 
of a pleasing, rich shade and the polished 
black making an effective border. The red 
surface was burnished by friction. The 
black polish was obtained by chemical ac- 
tion in the firing. 

“The incised bowls, though humble in 
material, show a degree of sophistication 
which distinguishes them from the pre- 
historic pots of similar, primitive technic. 
Even though the potter’s wheel had been 
invented by the time of the Third Egyptiam 
Dynasty, wheel-turned vessels still had 
little ‘vogue in Nubia, and both these 
characteristic classes of pottery, like the 
Early Dynastic pots, display irregularities 
of outline and traces of the hand molding 
which give a certain interest to each in- 
dividual piece. Perhaps only a person who- 
has himself attempted to form, by hand, 
from a lump of clay, a shapely vessel can 
fully appreciate the degree of skill neces- 
sary to attain such results.

Suggested by a French Watchmaker 






































VERY oddly contrived tool has been 
offered in the competition of novel 
and useful tools for watchmakers and 
jewelers, conducted by La France Hor- 
dJogére, by A. Gruardet, watchmaker of 
Boulogne-sur-Seine. It is styled by him 
“universal tool for the repairing of watches 
and clocks,” and is described as follows, 
according to the notice of the patent taken 
out by Mr. Gruardet: 

The invention in question consists of a 
universal tool for the repair of watches 
and clocks, being capable of superseding 
the tools for uprighting, table drilling, put- 
ting in plugs, removing plugs, staking, en- 
larging the hands, counting vibrations, 
straightening center staff holes, punching, 
and in general all the operations that have 
to be undertaken in repairing. 

This apparatus consists of a frame capa- 
ble of receiving in guides different tools. 
At the base of this frame is attached a 
platform of tempered steel, in which are 
pierced holes, corresponding to the differ- 
ent work to be executed. Moreover, this 
platform is equipped with a jaw, forming 
a vise, principally intended for plugging 
and removing the pivots from cylinders. 

In order to explain the invention in 
question there is presented the accompany- 
ing illustration. 

In the illustration Fig. 1 is a view of 
the tool in perspective, equipped with its 
pliers and with a center punch. Fig. 2 is a 
view of the frame in elevation, partly in 
section. Fig. 3 is a plan view of Fig. 2. 
Fig. 4 is a view in plan of the tempered 
steel platform. Figs. 5, 6, 7 and 8 are vari- 
ous tools capable of being used with the 
frame. 

The tool is composed of a frame 1 of 
bronze or other metal, consisting of a base 
2, joined to an arm 8 by a small column 4. 

On the arm 8 there are arranged two 
studs 5 and 6, in the stud 5 there are 
pierced two holes 7 and 8, which serve as 
guides for the tools, while the stud 6 
is hollowed to receive the spring of the 
pliers. 

On the base 2 is disposed a platform 9, 
that can be turned on a staff 10, and is 
kept in strong friction with the base 2 by 


means of a spring 11, which is located in a 
recess provided in the base 2. 

The platform 9 is pierced by a certain 
number of holes 13, and is provided with a 
pincers or vise 14, consisting of a fixed 
jaw 15 and a movable jaw 16. This latter 






pincers and prevent the tools from falling 
suddenly onto the work. 

To obtain the same result, when the 
tubes 14 and 15 are not used there is pro- 
vided in the stud 5 a spring piston 18, 
the tension of which can be regulated by 
means of the thumb-screw 19. 

To use this frame, for instance, in cen- 
tering and piercing a piece of work, the 
spring bolt 20, fitted with its cap 21, is 
placed in the tube 6; the spring of the 
bolt is compressed by pressing on the cap 
21 in such a manner as to cause the spur 
22 to enter the groove 23, and by a slight

is operated by a screw 17, screwing into 
the platform and causing the movable jaw 
to advance or recede. 

Holes 7 and 8 are pierced in the stud 
5, exactly vertical with the holes 13 pierced 
in the platform 9; the dimensions of these 
holes correspond with the dimensions of 
the largest tools at present used in repair- 
ing; in the case of tools of smaller dimen- 
sions the tubes 14 and 15 are used, the 
extremities of which are split to form 


rotary movement to pass into one of the 
notches 24; the purpose of this bolt is to 
secure rapidly and firmly the pieces on the 
platform 9. The three notches are for 
the purpose of progressively locking the 
pieces, according to the more or less forci- 
ble compression of the spring of the bolt

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the punch 25 by a perforating tool 
26 (see Fig. 5). This tool is operated by 
means of a bow, the cord of which works 
on the pulleys 27 and, by the intermedia- 
tion of the finger 28, causes the bolt 29, 
the end of which 30 is equipped with a 
drill bit, to revolve. The pressure neces- 
sary for drilling is obtained by pressing 
on the button 31; as soon as the pressure 
on the button 31 is released the bolt is 
raised. by the spring 32, without fear of 
displacing the piece. 

With this apparatus the ends of balance 
springs, and especially of Breguet springs, 
can be curved, for which purpose the 
tool 7, shown in Fig. 6, is used, which is 
composed of three pieces, one forked piece 
33, fixing itself in one of the holes in the 
platform and intended to prevent the lower 
piece 34 from turning. This piece has a 
centering pivot 35 and a banking pin 34. 

The pivot 35 penetrates into a hole 37 
provided in the lower part 38 of the piece 
39, which is also provided with a banking 
pin 40. In rounding off a balance spring 
the latter is taken between the banking pin 
36 and the pivot 35 and, by causing the 
piece 39 to turn, either to the right or to 
the left, the desired curves may be ob- 
tained. 

With the tool shown in Fig. 8 the num- 
ber of vibrations of a balance spring can 
be counted, and consequently its adjust- 
ment effected more rapidly and without 
groping. 

With this frame can also be uséd all 
the tools for plugging, for driving out 
plugs, for staking, forging, punching, shap- 
ing, cutting, etc., at present in use by sim- 
ply slipping them into one of the holes 7 
and 8. 

It will be understood that the invention 
is not restricted to precise purposes nor to 
the details described, and is only repre- 
sented by way of example in the illustra- 
tion, and it becomes plain that, without 
detracting from the principle of the inven- 
tion as it has been described, the forms, 
proportions, dimensions, arrangements and 
materials may be varied according as in 
the requirements of practise it may appear 
to be necessary. 

Summing up, the invention covers a uni- 
versal tool for the repairing of watches 
and clocks, characterized by: 

(1) A frame, provided with a base, sup- 
ported by means of a little column, an 
arm which is equipped with two nipples, 
one pierced with two holes, for the pas- 
sage of tools and provided with a spring 
piston holding the tools and with two split 
tubes, forming a spring for holding 
punches of small. diameters, sliding in the 
two holes, the other hollowed to receive the 
equipped with a cap, that can be fixed by a 
bayonet point; on the base is fixed a plat- 
form of tempered steel, pierced with holes 
corresponding to the various works to be 
executed. 

(2) A platform provided with holes and 
with a jaw forming a vise, allowing of 
plugging and driving out of plugs. 

(3) A perforating tool, consisting of a 
bolt operated by a bow by means of pul- 
leys. 

(4) A tool for curving the ends of bal- 
ance springs.

(5) A sliding spring bolt with which to 
regulate the number of vibrations of a 
balance spring. 

Altogether, this tool represents an im- 
portant work, on which it is proper to 
congratulate Mr. Gruardet. It is to be 
wished that all the productions of tools 
entered for competition were of an equally 
high degree of excellence.
